JULIUS C. HOBBS 


Julius C. Hobbs was born in Sampson County, North Caro- 
lina, June 20, 1879, son of Julius C. Hobbs, Sr., and Mary Ellen 
(Kerr) Hobbs. He was educated in the private and public schools 
of Sampson County and in the public schools of Goldsboro, the pre- 
paratory school at Oak Ridge and at the University of North Car- 
olina at Chapel Hill. 


He taught in the publie schools of Sampson and of Pender 
Counties, North Carolina, at various times, and from 1900 to 1918 
he was employed in various professional connections doing Mech- 
anical and Electrical Engineering. Since 1918 he has been self 
employed in the business of Electrical Engineering and Contract- 
ing. 

In 1903 he married Miss Maude Player of Pender County 
and there have been born of that union, five sons and one daugh- 
ter. 


He has been active in civic affairs in his community and 
State. He was Representative from New Hanover County in the 
General Assembly of North Carolina at the regular sessions 
held in 1935 and 1937, and in the special sessions held in 1936 and 
1938. He has been a school committeeman since 1923; a member 
of the Rotary Club of Wilmington since 1933; he is а member 
of the Wilmington Engineer's Club and a member of the North 
Carolina Society of Engineers.

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GRAND MASTER'S ADDRESS 


. The Grand Master made the following address, which 
was referred to the Board of General Purposes: 


Brethren, it is а very happy privilege I have this even- 
ing in welcoming you to the One Hundred and Fifty- 
seventh. Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina. I also take pleasure in welcoming our 
distinguished guests from other 
Grand Jurisdictions who are. 
; with us. 

] I must confess that when you 
| elected me to this high honor 
one year ago, I accepted the re- 
sponsibility with a great deal of 
fear. and trembling, and when I 
; looked at the pictures hanging 
on our walls of the distinguish- 
| ed Grand Masters who have pre- 
ceded me, I felt very humble in 
trying to follow in their foot- 
steps, but I resolved by the help 

of God to do my best, and this 
I have done. I adopted as my program for the year, “Кеер 
the Home Fires Burning." With the assistance of the 
District Deputy Grand Masters, line officers, Past Grand 
Masters, and the officers of the subordinate lodges, I feel 
that we have had a very fine year in "Keeping the Home . 
Fires Burning," and I certainly hope the reports here at 
this communication will reflect at least partly what has 
been done during the past year. . 


It has not always been pleasant to ride on crowded 
buses and trains, but I was able to make about 100 visits, 
have written approximately 3000 letters and, as I said, I 
have done my best and any error made has been an error 
of the head and not of the heart. 

I shall now place before you the record of my stew- 
ardship for the past twelve months and I ask your pray- 
erful attention and consideration. 
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FRATERNAL DEAD 


We pause at the beginning of our deliberations to pay 
tribute to our fraternal dead. 

I am happy to report that we have not had a death 
in our official family during the year, but I regret to an- 
nounce the passing of the wife of our most beloved Sam- 
uel N. Boyce, who was one of our Custodians for over 
twenty-five years. In the name of the Grand Lodge I sent 
flowers for the funeral of Mrs. Boyce. 

There have been many members in our subordinate 
lodges and sister Grand Jurisdictions who have passed to 
the great beyond. ` < | 

Also we note the passing of Rev. Brother Harvey 
A. Cox, who was a regular attendant on this Grand Lodge 
for a number of years, was Grand Orator, and for a num- 
ber of years Chairman of the Necrology Committee. I did 
not know of his death until after the funeral or I would 
have attended, as he was buried in Albemarle. 

Brethren, I think it would be fitting at this time to 
call your attention to the fact that many of our brethren 
tonight are fighting on the battlefronts and facinz death, 
and many worse than death, that you and I may have the 
privilege of meeting here tonight. 

It is fitting at this time that we all stand in remem- 
brance of our fraternal dead, and of our brethren and cur 
boys out yonder who are fighting that we may continue 
in our American way of life. We will now be led in pray- 
er by our Grand Chaplain. 


FIRST OFFICIAL ACTS 


Brethren, my first official act after being installed as 
Grand Master was the appointment of committees, Dis- 
trict Deputy Grand Masters and appointive Grand Offi- 
cers. The Grand Steward and Grand Chaplain were not 
present for installation. 

On May 18th I went to Mt. Airy where I installed 
Brother Herbert M. Foy as Grand Steward of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina, and also Brother R. J. Barker 
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as District Deputy Grand Master of the Thirty-first Dis- 


trict. Brother Foy's lodge gave him a very fine reception 
with about 150 present. They showed great appreciation 
of the appointment of Brother Foy as Grand Steward. 

Later, Brother R. J. Barker resigned as District De- 
puty Grand Master. I then appointed Brother A. B. Ma- 
con of Mt. Airy to take his place. On January 13th I 
again visited Granite Lodge at Mt. Airy and installed 
Brother Macon as District Deputy to fil out the un- 
expired term of Brother Barker. 

On June 4th I went to Mocksville and installed Broth- 
er Henry Clay Sprinkle as Grand Chaplain of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina. This fine lodge at Mocksville 
gave Brother Sprinkle a fine reception and showed their 
appreciation of this appointment. 


ADVISORY COMMITTEE

I am happy to say that most of them answered my let- 
ter in a most cordial way, and they have truly acted as an 
Advisory Committee to me. A number of them have writ- 
ten to me at different times, offering suggestions and ad- 
vice, and I have written to a number of them asking ad- 
vice which has been freely given. 


I want each of these Past Grand Masters to know that 


I appreciate this advice and assistance, and I hereby re- 
cord my thanks. 


SPECIAL COMMUNICATIONS ОЕ THE GRAND LODGE 


Owing to travel conditions, I have not called any spe- 
cial communications of the Grand Lodge. I have presided 
at a number of lodge meetings, dedications, etc., as Grand 
Master. 


At the Chapel Hill ceremony on October 12th, I in- 
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structed each Grand Lodge Officer to wear the apron of 
his office. 


SICKNESS OF GRAND SECRETARY ANDERSON 


I regret very much that on February 4th Brother 
Anderson’s doctor ordered him to the hospital for a 
complete rest. Brother Anderson spent over a month at 
the Veterans’ Hospital in Fayetteville, and after a com- 
plete rest is much improved and is back on the job. We 
are very glad he is with us today, in person. 


SICKNESS AND DEATHS 


While we have not had any deaths during the past 
year in our official family, or among the Past Grand 
Masters, yet it has been brought to my attention during 
the year that there have been a great deal of sickness and 
many deaths among our subordinate lodges. In each case, 
where sickness of a member, or a death in a family, has 
been brought to my attention, I have either written 2 
note on Grand Lodge stationery or sent a sympathy card, 
and I feel that these attentions have been greatly ap-. 
preciated. 


OUT-OF-STATE VISITS 


I had many invitations to visit in other Grand Juris- 
dictions, and I regret very much that I was unable to 
visit any Grand Lodge meetings in other states because 
of travel conditions and of my feeling that I should give 
my time here at home. However, I did attend a fine meet- 
ing given in my honor by Roman Eagle Lodge, No. 122, 
Danville, Virginia, the lodge in which I was raised; also 
I attended the national meetings in Washington. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


One of my first official acts after being elected Grand 
Master in April, 1943, was to appoint William Ritchie 
Smith a committee of one to secure from the friends of 
Past Grand Master Andrews letters and testimonials to 
be put in book form to be presented to Brother Andrews 
at this Grand Lodge Session.

I recommend that the Grand Lodge continue its mem- 
bership in the Masonic Service Association. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE © 
GEORGE WASHINGTON MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 


On February 22, 1944, George Washington's birth- 
day, it was my privilege to attend the annual meeting of 
the George Washington Memorial Association, in the un- 
finished Temple. It was quite interesting and inspiring 
to hear the fine reports on the history and progress of 
this building. While it is far from completed, the rooms 
that have been finished are beautiful. There were a 
number of donations reported at this meeting, including 
the final payment from North Carolina. I think some- 
thing over $60,000 was reported received at this meet- 
ing. The records show that North Carolina has donated 
$68,555.60 to the building fund of the Temple, this being 
$1.70 per capita. 


We were served a very fine luncheon in the dining 
room of the temple. 

Past Grand Master Charles P. Eldridge was reelect- 
ed a member of the Board of Directors. Your Grand Mas- 
ter served оп the Nominating Committee. | 

All of the Grand Lodges are being urged to enact 
legislation whereby each initiate will pay $1.00 with 
his initiation fee, this $1.00 to be turned over to the 
George Washington Memorial Association for the crea- 
tion of an Endowment Fund to be used for the mainte- 
nance of the building. I refer this request to the Juris- 


prudence and Finance Committees for their considera- 
tion. 


ANNUAL GRAND MASTERS’ CONFERENCE 


On February 23, it was my privilege to attend the 
annual conference of the Grand Masters in Willard Hotel, 
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Washington, D. C. Every state in the union was герге- 
sented except one and two representatives from Canada 
were present. This was a fine conference, a number of 
instructive papers were read, and several excellent ad- 
dresses were made. 

During these several conferences in Washington, there 
were about fifteen North Carolinians present, including 


Past Grand Masters Poteat, Allen, Eldridge, and Ship- 


man; Deputy Grand Master Hobbs, Assistant Grand Sec- 
retary W. R. Smith, and your Grand Master. A number 


. of others were in Washington Saturday and Sunday, at- 


tending several other Masonic meetings that were held 
there. 

Wednesday night we attended a banquet at the Wil- 
lard Hotel. General George C. Marshall and Admiral 
King were our honored guests. . 


COMMEMORATING THE 150TH ANNIVERSITY OF THE 
LAYING OF THE CORNERSTONE OF THE UNIVERSITY 
OF NORTH CAROLINA IN CHAPEL HILL, 
OCTOBER 12, 1793 


Tuesday, October 12, 1943, the Grand Lodge officers 
and Past Grand Masters were the honor guests of the 
University of North Carolina for the celebration of the 
150th anniversary of the laying of the cornerstone of the 
Old East Building by Grand Master William R. Davie, 
October 12, 1793. 


This was a great celebration, and it made us proud to 
hear the story of the great part Masonry has played in 
the history and development of this great institution. 

Your Grand Master was very happy to be present and 
represent that great Mason, statesman, and soldier, Wil- 
liam R. Davie. 


PAYING OFF INDEBTEDNESS, AND DEDICATION OF 
MASONIC TEMPLES 


Brethren, I am happy to report that during the year, 
several lodges in the State have paid the indebtedness on 
their buildings. We had a number of lodges that were 
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greatly handicapped by debt, and now that they have 
paid this indebtedness, they will be able to do- more and 
better work. 

As I understand the law, the dedication of a temple 
should be a function of the Grand Lodge, but owing to 
travel conditions, I did not call a meeting of the Grand 
Lodge for that purpose. Instead, I used the following 
regulation in the Code, page 10, reg. 11: | 

“Subject to the approval of the Grand Lodge or 
Grand Master, a lodge may accept an invitation to lay a 
cornerstone or dedicate a Masonic hall, which may be 
performed by the-Grand Lodge or by a subordinate lodge, 
presided over by the Grand Master or his proxy, who 
must be an affiliated Master Mason. In all such cases, 
the entire expense of the meeting must be borne by the 
lodge making the request." 

Under this regulation and by the power vested in 
me as Grand Master, it was my happy privilege to pre- 
side at several meetings at which the mortgage was burn- 
ed and the temple dedicated in the name of Masonry and 
to the service of God and humanity. 

On October 9, 1943, I attended the dedication of the 
Masonic Service Center at Fayetteville. 

On October 12, 1943, I attended and presided at the 
dedication of University Lodge, No. 408, and the burning 
of the mortgage, Chapel Hill. : : 

On October 22, 1943, I attended and presided at the de- 
dication of Leaksville Lodge, No. 136, and the burning 
of the mortgage at Leaksville. 

On January 13, 1944, I attended the dedication of 
Granite Lodge, No. 322, and the burning of the mortgage 
at Mt. Airy. 

On March 7, 1944, I attended and presided at the de- 
dication of the Masonic Temple at High Point, which is 
owned by a stock company composed of all of the Ma- 
sonic bodies, and the burning of the mortgage. 

On April 4, 1944, I attended the dedication of Scotch- 


Ireland Lodge, No. 154, and the burning of the mortgage 
at Cleveland. 
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On April 14, 1944, I attended and presided at the 
burning of the mortgage and dedication of Thomasville 
Lodge, No. 214, Thomasville. 


I have been unofficially informed that there were a 
number of other lodges that had celebrations of burning 
mortgages, which I did not receive an invitation to at- 
tend. Also, I have been informed that other lodges that 
have had heavy debts on the buildings have greatly re- 
duced their indebtedness. 


Brethren, I wish time and space would permit me to 
describe each of these meetings in detail and the interest 
shown by the community, as each was a public affair 
and a very large crowd attended each dedication. I think 
a great deal of interest was created in the cities in which 
these dedications took place. 


I strongly urge all lodges that have indebtedness on 
their buildings to make a special effort to pay the same 
now while the lodges are more prosperous than they 
have been for some time. 


THE ORDER OF THE EASTERN STAR OF NORTH CAROLINA 


Brethren, the Order of the Eastern Star of North 
Carolina is doing a big job in many ways, especially at 
the Masonic and Eastern Star Home; also a great deal 
of charity work where Chapters are located. In my tra- 
vels over the state I found that where there was an O. E. 
S: Chapter, there seemed to be more life in the lodge. 

I would suggest that the brethren in the State, wher- 
ever they have an opportunity to do so, give the O. E. S. 
ladies all the encouragement and help they can. I am sure 
they would be glad to have you join the Order. 


MASONIC SERVICE CENTERS IN NORTH CAROLINA 


At the annual communication of the Grand Lodge in 
1948, Grand Master James E. Shipman recommended in 
his annual address that the Grand Lodge invite the Ma- 
sonic Service Association into North Carolina to esta- 
blish Masonic service centers near our military camps. 
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After a lengthy discussion, the following substitute 
motion was made and adopted: 


SUBSTITUTE MOTION 


“That the incoming Grand Master be authorized to 
appoint a committee of seven (7) to investigate the wel- 
fare work as proposed by the Masonic Service Associa- 
tion and to report their findings to the Grand Master 
who shall be authorized in his discretion to continue the 
Masonic Fellowship Service now being carried on under 
the North Carolina Plan or invite the M.S. A. to come 
into North Carolina according to the Grand Master’s 
findings.” 

This committee was duly appointed and after a 
thorough investigation, they unanimously made the fol- 
lowing recommendations: " 


(1) “That the Grand Master invite the Masonic Service 
Association to come into North Carolina to set up service centers 
near our military camps. 

(2) That the North Carolina plan of Masonic Fellowship 
service be continued. 


(3) That the Grand Master authorize the appropriation of 
not less than $5,000 to the Masonic Service’ Association. 


` (4) That the Masons of North Carolina be requested to make 
voluntary contributions to the Grand Master for the work of the 
M. S. A." : 


So, in conformity with this recommendation, your 
Grand Master invited the Masonic Service Association to 
come into North Carolina and establish Masonic service 
centers, these centers to be operated by the M. S. А., but, 
to be under the control and supervision of the Grand 
Master and the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


. In further conformity with the above recommenda- 
tion, I wrote a letter to every lodge in the state request- 
ing that it make a liberal donation to the Masonic Ser- 
vice Association and appoint a special committee to pre- 
sent this matter to individual members, requesting that 
they make voluntary contributions to the Masonic Service 
Association to be used in the work of carrying on these 
service centers. 
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I also made an appeal through The Orphans’ Friend 
for voluntary contributions from lodges and individual 
Masons. 


After this invitation was extended to the Masonic 
Service Association, a man was sent immediately to 
Fayetteville to make a survey, and I authorized the open- 
ing of a center there, and on Saturday, October 9th, І at- 
tended the dedication of this center in Fayetteville, which 
is located at 532 Hay Street in a store building. There : 
was an interesting program rendered at this dedication 
and a large crowd in attendance. Past Grand Master 
Poteat made the dedication address. 


Your Grand Master received the center in the name 
of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. Brigadier Gene- 
ral Kennedy received the center in behalf of Fort Bragg 
and the soldiers there. 

It has not been my privilege to visit this center since 
the dedication, but I have had several reports from the 
local Masons in Fayetteville, and they have informed тё 
that the center is well conducted, that a large number of 


soldiers attend the center each day, and that the local 


Masons апа Eastern Stars are rendering all assistance 
possible. They are of the opinion that the center has jus- 
tified its existence by the work it is doing. 

On February 28th, I received a report from Brother J. 
D. Cunningham, Director of Welfare of the Masonic 
Service Association. I am herewith quoting his report, 
which speaks for itself: 


“Most Worshipful Sir and Dear Brother Payne: 

“In compliance with your request of February 17th 
for information about the Fayetteville Center, I am 
pleased to submit the following statistics : 


*From October 9, 1943, when the center was opened 
until February 12, 1944, your center has entertained 
18,824 members of the armed forces; 3,548 of these 
guests were Masons and signed our register. 196 contacts 
have been made; these contacts were mostly made in 
compliance with requests from other Grand Jurisdic- 
tions. Assistance in some form or other has been render-

ed to 152 of our guests; this consists of finding quarters. 
cashing checks, loans, etc. Over 1000 packages have been 
wrapped for mailing; many times that number of letters 
written and mailed at the center. In addition, our show- 
ers, shaving material, shoe-shining materials, etc., have 
been used freely. 

*Most Worshipful Sir, your center was established 
in a community which was being served by several 
branches of a national organization. We-have enjoyed a 
steady growth in popularity, the average weekly attend- 
ance now being around 1700. I am firmly convinced that 
this figure will be increased as news of our center 
spreads." 


CENTER AT NEW BERN 


On January 6, 1944, I received a request from Brother 
Carl H. Claudy, the Executive Secretary of the Masonic 
Service Association, that he be allowed to make a sur- 
vey at New Bern with the idea of opening a service center 
there. I wrote him I would not give permission to open 
a center in the city of New Bern without an endorsement 
from the organized lodges in the said city. So I wrote the 
two lodges in New Bern, and, in a short while, I received 
a letter from the Secretary of Doric Lodge, No. 568, 
and the Secretary of St. John's Lodge, No. 3, each with 
the seal of the lodge on it. Also, a letter signed by the 
High Priest of the Royal Arch Chapter, No. 46, New 
Bern Council, No. 12, New Bern Commandery, No. 10. 
Also, I received a letter signed by the Recorder of Sudan 
Temple of the Shrine and fourteen other brethren, all of 
whom requested that this center be opened at New Bern. 
I therefore instructed Brother Claudy to make the survey 
and open this center. This center will soon be ready. 

I was disappointed in the response to my appeal for 
donations from the brethren and the lodges. Up to date, 
I have received 102 pledges from all sources, the total 
amount being $2,973.85. This amount I have sent to the 
Masonic Serviee Association in Washington and closed 


this account at the bank. I have kept an itemized list of 
these donations. 
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I think the center at Fayetteville is doing а good job, 
and I recommend that the lodges and brethren continue 
to support this center by sending in liberal donations. 
I did not authorize the donation of the $5,000 as recom- 
mended in the third paragraph of the special committee's 
report, as I did not feel that this was an emergency suf- 
ficient to authorize this appropriation. Moreover, the 
Masonie Service Association wrote me that it had suffi- 
cient operating capital at the moment; 

I refer this recommendation to the Grand Lodge for 
such action as it sees fit to take. 


THE NORTH CAROLINA PLAN OF 
MASONIC FELLOWSHIP SERVICE 


At our Grand Lodge Session held in Asheville, 
in 1941, we adopted the North Carolina Plan of Masonic 
Fellowship Service. This plan has been followed up ever 
since, being handled by the Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Secretary informs me he has received a 
great many letters regarding Masons stationed in North 
Carolina camps, and also that he has sent a great many 
letters to other states, advising them of our brethren sta- 
tioned in the camps in these States, and much service has 
been rendered to these soldier-Masons in the camps. I 
feel that this program has rendered a great service and 
I recommend that we continue to follow up this program. 


In addition to these letters sent from the Grand Sec- 
retary’s office and the letters received by him, and the 
service rendered by the different lodges near the camps 
when they are notified of the presence of Masons in the 
camp, the lodges near the camps are rendering a great 
deal of personal service to Ше soldiers, especially Ше Ma- 
sonic soldiers. 

Especially would I call to your attention the Masonic 
Serviceman’s Club in Raleigh. The Masonic bodies of 
Raleigh fitted up several rooms in the Masonic Temple at 
their own expense to be used by the Masons, relatives and 
friends in the Armed Service. These rooms are kept open 
each week-end by volunteers. This recreation center is be- 
ing well patronized by soldier Masons and their friends. 
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Also, I would call your attention to the big job being 
done along this line by the Wilmington Brethren. They 
are doing everything in their power to help the soldier- 
Masons in camp. They have fitted up recreation rooms 
and a number of beds and cots. In addition, a number of 
the brethren invite these boys into their homes to sleep. 
They are doing a big job and saying very little about it. 
I personally inspected the work they are doing. In 1942 
there was an appropriation of $1,000 made to help 
with this work if it was needed, but there was no appro- 
priation made for this work in 1943. 

Brethren, in connection with our Masonie Fellow- 
ship Service, I am of the opinion we should give very 
serious consideration to a post-war relief program for 
relief that might be needed by our brethren that served 
in the Armed Forces. I feel that with government aid 
rendered the unfortunate soldiers returning to this coun- 
try, there would be only а few cases where any help 


would be necessary from the Masons for their Masonic . 


brethren. Yet I think we should be prepared for any 
emergency that might arise so that the Grand Master can 
render such aid as he thinks best. 

I therefore recommend that this Grand Lodge ap- 
prove of the appropriation of the sum of $5,000 to be 
placed at the disposal of the Grand Master, should an 
occasion arise when he should think it necessary to use 
all or any part of this money for the assistance of our 
North Carolina Masonic Fellowship Program, or to ren- 
der aid to any unfortunate North Carolina Mason who 
served in the Armed Forces. 


THE OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


Brethren, the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home are the heart and soul of Masonry in 
North Carolina. Close these two institutions and I doubt 
if Masonry would last very long in North Carolina. In 
all of my visits during the year I have tried to impress 
upon the lodges assembled what these two great institu- 


tions are doing in the State, and to remind them that they 
are stockholders. 
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As.we all know, or should know, Oxford Orphanage 
is caring for over 300 homeless children each year. These 
children are being well fed, clothed and trained. They 
are receiving a good education which is preparing them 
to go out in the world and make a living. And brethren, 
in addition to this, they are receiving wonderful religious 
training. n 

It has been my privilege to preside at each of the 
board meetings during the year, and I want to say that 
this fine institution is being well managed. I have talked 
with a number of these children and they all seem per- 
fectly happy. I think they fully realize that the Masons 
are taking care of them, and they appreciate it. 

It has been my privilege during the year to attend a 
number of very fine meetings with the Superintendent, 
Rev. Creasy'K. Proctor. The donations to Ше Orphanage 
during the year have increased considerably, and I think 
a great deal of this credit should go to the Superinten- 
dent. | | 

Brother Proctor loves these children and they love 
him. They. obey and respect him. Brethren, the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina is very fortunate in having 
Creasy K. Proctor as the Superintendent of the Orphan- 
age, and the fine, trained workers he has on his staff. 

I bring to your attention the great increase in ihe 
cost of living, and recommend that the Grand Lodge be as 
liberal as possible with the appropriation to the Oxford 
Orphanage. 


MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 


Brethren, I have often wondered if we fully realize 
just what a great program we are supporting, and what 
a great job the small donations each of us makes through 
our dues and voluntary contributions are doing. I now 
refer to your Masonic and Eastern Star Home at Greens- 
boro, and I wonder how many of you here today have 
ever been there. Brethren, it is your home. You aré 
stockholders in it. Go there and see what becomes of 
your per capita tax. 
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It has been my happy privilege to preside at each of , 
the board meetings of the Home during the year, and in 
addition to this, I spent the day with these fine people 
Thanksgiving Day, November 25, 1943. 

The last report as of December 31, 1943, showed 66 
guests in the home. The Superintendent wil make the 
detailed report. I have no recommendation to make as to 
any change in the management of this institution. I am 
well pleased with George Bennette as Superintendent and 
with his well-trained assistants. I think they are doing a 
splendid job. 

A special committee was appointed by the Grand 
Lodge last year, with Past Grand Master Charles B. 
Newcomb as Chairman, to straighten out some legal 
matters pertaining to the charter. At the proper time 
this committee will make its report. 

During the year 1943, Brother W. P. Henley, of Pilot 
Mountain, a member of the board, died, and I appointed 
А. B. Goetze, D. D. С. M. of the 23rd District, High Point, 
to take his place on the board, which term expires in 
1948. 

I respectfully refer the report and request of the рав 
{о the Finance Committee with the recommendation that 
it make such allotment to this most worthy institution 
as the Grand Lodge funds will permit. The allotment for 
1943 was $12,500. The board will ask for $14,540 for 
1944. I ask the Finance Committee to give this request 
most careful consideration. 


а THE ORPHANS' FRIEND 

Brethren, The Orphans' Friend is the mouthpiece of 
Masonry in North Carolina. While the subscriptions to 
the paper have greatly increased, yet I think every Ma- 
son in the State should take the paper and read it. 

I want to take this opportunity to commend the editor 
of this paper, F. M. Pinnix. I think he is doing a fine job, 
and I have found him most cooperative in every way. 

I would like to suggest that the brethren in the State 
send in news, and also if they have thoughts of their own, 
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that they send them to the paper. They will be gladly 
received. 

Further, I would suggest that if any lodge in the 
State does not have a solicitor for the paper, when dues 
notices are mailed, $1.00 be added for the paper. A num- 
ber of the lodges in the State are subscribing 100% for 
the paper. Maybe your lodge would do this. Think it 
over. 


CERTIFIED LECTURERS AND LECTURE SERVICE 


I have left the lecture service and the certified lec- 
turers' program in the hands of the Grand Lecturer and 
Lecture Service Committee, and I am sure this program 
has been well handled. At the proper time, these breth- 
ren will make their report covering this work. 


DELINQUENT LODGES 


I am glad to report that the Grand Secretary's report 
shows that most of our lodges are in fine shape finan- 
cially. However, he referred to me a few delinquent 
lodges; а number of these lodges have paid in full ап 
they owed the Grand Lodge. The others have made sub- 
stantial payments and satisfactory arrangements for the 
balance. 


OFFICIAL BULLETIN OR TRESTLEBOARD 


Several of the lodges in the State are publishing a 
bulletin, giving the news of the lodges, dates of meet- 
ings, and other Masonic news. I think this is a fine thing 
to do. Even if some of the brethren do not come to lodge 
meetings, they are interested in what the lodge is doing, 
and maybe can be awakened to Masonic activity. I want 
to commend the lodges that are getting out these news 
bulletins. 


GRAND OFFICERS' APRONS 


Our line officers are called on very often to speak and 
make official visits to lodges in the different parts of the 
State and because of travel conditions, the Grand Master 
often calls on these officers to represent him. 
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I think that when they go on an official visit, they 
should go with the dignity due the office. I recommend 
that this Grand Lodge instruct the Grand Secretary or 
Grand Tyler that when a line officer wants the apron 
that belongs to his office he should be permitted to sign 
a prepared receipt and the apron should be sent to him 
to use on his visits during the year. The receipt should 
state that the officer will be responsible for the return of 
the apron in as good condition as when he took it out. 


ASSISTANT GRAND LECTURERS 


I call your attention to our system of lecture service. 
Our Grand Lecturer, with his assistants, has done' a 
good, job in training and teaching our new officers as 
they come into office each year. Several of these Assis- 
tant Grand Lecturers are getting old, and possibly will 
not be able to carry on much longer. I present this situa- 
tion to you once more for such consideration as the proper 
committee wishes to give to it. 


RULINGS AND DECISIONS 


1. During the year, I have had a good many requests - 
to allow а lodge to vote on candidates without waiting 
the required length of time, to receive and vote on peti- 
tions at called meetings, and to confer degrees without . 
complying with the Code and requiring the candidate to 
learn the catechism and stand examination in open lodge. 
АП these requests were made because the candidates 
were going into service and did not have time to wait the 
required time. I refused all requests of this kind, citing 
the Code and reminding the brethren that I had no 
authority to set the law aside covering cases of this kind. 
It is possible that a number of these cases were perfectly 
justified; but even if I had had authority to set the law 
aside, I felt that Masonry would be best served by declin- 
ing to grant these requests. I granted all requests for 
dispensations for the election of officers when the lodge 
failed to elect at the regular time, except one. This lodge 


asked for a dispensation to elect officers at a called meet- 
ing; I refused. 


——————HRRáE MM 
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2. I have had requests to approve the resignation of 
a great many officers who wished to resign for different 
causes, mostly because they were going into the armed 
forces or defense plants. I felt that this was for the good 
of Masonry since, if they were not allowed to resign, they 
could decline to serve anyway. I approved all such re- 
quests. 


3. My advice has been sought on a good many points 
of law às to which it was not necessary to make a record. 
;In each case, I have taken very careful pains to explain 
the law. It has been a pleasure to answer a great many 
questions pertaining to Masonry, and I trust my patience 
with the members who have sought my advice on these 
questions has made them feel closer to the Grand Lodge 
program. | 

4. A lodge азКеа the question, “Сап a candidate af- 
firm instead of swear?" when being coached. My answer 
was “по,” according to the decision of two Grand Mas- 
ters as follows: “Хопе of the degrees in Masonry can be 
conferred upon a.candidate who does not accept the verbi- 


© age of the obligation as prescribed by the Grand Lodge." 


Decision by Grand Master Cash, Proceedings, 1926, page 
169; “А candidate must be sworn on the Holy Bible." Cf. 
decision by Grand Master Anderson, Proceedings 1927, 
page 157. | 

Б. A lodge asked if а man who had lost his right hand 
could take the degrees in Masonry. My answer was “yes,” 
aecording to the Code, page 66, section 116, paragraph 
3: 

` “Мапа or deformity shall not prevent a candidate 
from being initiated, passed, or raised, provided such 
candidate can by artificial means comply with the provi- 
sions of paragraph 1 of this section." 

6. On May 4, 1943, I received a letter from Cleveland 
Lodge, No. 202, referring to a decision of Past Grand 
Master Shipman, page 41 of the 1943 Proceedings, in 
which Grand Master Shipman ruled that the applicant in 
question would have to wait 12 months before making 
applieation again and that the petition would have to be 
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sent to the Grand Secretary's office within a period of 
three days after receipt of same for checking. The Secre- 
tary of this lodge advised me that they had complied 
with all of the laws and the rulingsof Grand Master Ship- 
man and the petition had been regularly checked by the 
Grand Secretary, and the applicant had been elected 
again to receive the degrees. As this candidate Пад al- 
ready taken the Entered Apprentice degree illegally, the 
lodge asked for a ruling as what to do and how, to pro- 
ceed. I ruled that the lodge would have to reobligate him 
in the Entered Apprentice degree and then give him the 
second and third degrees in the regular way. 

7. A lodge wrote that a brother was suspended at the 
age of 70. At the time of his suspension, he was only pay- 
ing $2.50 per year dues, this being in accordance with a 
custom of this lodge to reduce the amount of dues col- 
lected on a brother after he has reached the age of 65 
and to make him a life member at the age of 70 with no 
dues. This custom was established before the Grand 
Lodge passed the law regarding life membership. 


Question 1. Did the Grand Lodge make any changes 
in the law in 1943 regarding life membership? 


Question 2. Could the lodge entertain the petition of © 
a man past 70 years old? 

Question 3. If he was reinstated, could the lodge col- 
lect only $2.50 from him for dues? 


8. My answers were: No. 1. The Grand Lodge did 
not make any changes in the law regarding life member- 
ship at the 1943 Grand Lodge Session. | 

No. 2. The Grand Lodge has no control over the ге- 
storation of a brother, regardless of his age, if he is 
mentally and morally fit, and his. lodge votes to accept 
him. This is covered in section 104, page 58, 1924 Code. 


No. 8. Amount of dues. I refer you to section 100, 
page 55, which says the minimum dues shall not be less 
than $3.50, but there is no law to prevent a lodge from 
remitting a part or all of any member's dues each year. 
Further, Life Membership can be conferred in accord- 
ance with reg. 276, page 55, 1924 Code. 
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9. On August 4, 1943, I received the following letter: 


*M.W. James W. Payne, G. M. 
Salisbury, N. C. 
Dear Brother Payne: 

Charges of unmasonic conduct have been preferred again in 
Hiram Lodge, No. 40, a true copy of which is attached for your 
information. \ 

"This brother answered the charges at a regular communica- 
tion on August 2 and plead not guilty to these charges and a trial 
lodge was ordered to be held on August 19, 1943. 

At the regular meeting on August 2, the charges by a vote of 
the lodge were amended to strike out the word “felony” in each 
charge, and add in lieu thereof the word “unmasonic.” You will 
find this word “felony” at the end of each charge. 

As the charges now stand it seems to me that this brother is 
to be tried for unmasonic conduct, not being accused specifically 
of committing a felony, as was the case before these charges were 
amended. 

Now, if the brother is found guilty at the trial, does the lodge 
have the right to vote on the penalty, or are we bound to expel 
him without a vote, as is mandatory in the Code, he having been 
convicted of а felony in the Federal Court at Raleigh, N. C. 

If my letter is not perfectly clear to you, please contact me by 
'phone. 

Let us have your ruling as early as possible as you can see 
that we do not have much time before the trial lodge. 

Fraternally yours, 
CHARLES P. SEPARE, Master Hiram Lodge, No. 40." 


I answered this letter by quoting the law as follows: 


Grand Lodge Code, section 159, page 97; section 152, page 
96; section 151, page 93, paragraph 2; section 209, page 115; sec- 
tion 206, page 113. I quoted the law on the punishment of expul- 
sion, suspension and reprimand, and then gave the following rul- 
ing: If the brother is convicted on the charge of felony, the Master 
declares him expelled. If he is convicted on some other charge, 
then the lodge votes the punishment (as per Code). 


10. On July 3, 1943, I received an invitation from a 
lodge to attend the cornerstone laying of a Baptist Church 
and the dedication of this church. This service was to be 
held on Sunday, July 25, 1943, and the cornerstone was 
to be laid by the lodge. I replied to this invitation by 
quoting the law, page 61, section 110; also page 61, regu- 
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lation 151, which forbids the laying of a cornerstone on 
Sunday. I then refused the invitation and ruled that they 
could not lay the cornerstone on Sunday. 

11. I had а number of letters and requests from 
lodges regarding soldiers stationed in the camps near our 
lodges. These men had been in the army for several years, 
moving from place to place. The lodges asked how they 
could make application to one of our lodges. In each ‘case 
I ruled that the applicant would either have to live in the 
jurisdiction of one of our lodges long enough to make 
application or secure a waiver of jurisdiction from his 
home lodge. 

12. A lodge sent me the petition of а person who 
made application for the degrees which stated that he 
had lost all the fingers of his right hand and asked me to 
rule on it. I quoted the law, pages 66 and 67, section 117 
of the Code, paragraph 1, which reads as follows: 


*A candidate for initiation must possess no maim or 
deformity which will prevent him from being properly 
instructed in the art and mysteries of Freemasonry, and 
in his own person instructing others." 


13. Pigeon River Lodge, No. 386, asked this question 
regarding the flag ceremony: When the Stewards and 
Senior Deacon return the flag to the East, should they 
salute it with a military salute or simply by placing the 
right hand over the heart? I ruled that they should salute 
the flag by holding the right hand over the heart, as this 
is in conformity with the ceremony in the 1940 Proceed- 
ings, as well as with the Federal Government regulations, 
provided the persons saluting are not in uniform. I, fur- 
ther ruled that all members should keep the right hand 


over the heart until the flag has been returned to its sta- 
tion. 


14. On November 10th, I received a request from En- 
field Lodge, No. 447, requesting that I grant a dispensa- 
tion to the lodge to elect a Master who had not served as 
a Warden of the lodge; this request was made because 
there was no one available to fill the Master's chair. Both 
the Senior and Junior Wardens felt that they could not

accept because they lived some distance from the lodge 
and gasoline was scarce. I readily granted this dispensa- 
tion, deeming it the best thing for this lodge. Later the 
Senior Warden found he could serve, and accepted, so 
this dispensation was not used and was duly recalled and 
cancelled. 


15. Several times during the year, I had the question 
asked me if anyone other than a Master or a Past Master 
could install officers of a lodge. While I could find no law 
covering this, my answer was “по.” 

16. А lodge reported that it had received a petition 
from a soldier in one of the camps. Brethren of lodges 
other than the one he had petitioned signed the petition 
as endorsers. I was asked for a ruling on it. I quoted sec- 
tion 121, page 68, and ruled it would be necessary to re- 
turn the petition and have a new one filled out and signed 
by two members of the lodge which he was petitioning. 

17. Several of our progressive lodges in the state issue 
а trestleboard each month. The editor of one of these fine 
bulletins had been carrying the names of the candidates 
to be voted on. I was asked to rule whether or not this 
was legal. I ruled that it was not. 

18. On January 19, 1944, I received а request from . 
а lodge for а dispensation to receive and act on the peti- 
tion of an applicant who was almost blind. The Secretary 


: of the lodge recommended this person very highly. I made 


some investigations of my own and found he was very 
worthy and a successful lawyer and would never be a bur- 
den on the lodge. Acting on the authority granted the 
Grand Master, section 117, paragraph 4, page 67, I grant- 
ed this lodge a dispensation to receive and act on this 
petition, and if elected, to give the applicant the degrees. : 

19. Aulander Lodge, No. 516, states that a brother - 
had been dropped for non-payment of dues and made ap- 
plication for reinstatement by sending in his check for’ 
all he owed, plus 1944 dues. On ballot he was rejected and 
the Secretary sent his check back. He returned the check 
and requested that the lodge keep it. The lodge asked me 
for а ruling. I ruled that all he owed up to the time he 
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was suspended should be kept, but that anything above 
that should be returned unless he agreed that the amount 
should be given to charity. 

20. Doric Lodge, No. 568, requested permission to 
confer the second degree on three candidates and the 
third degree on five at the same communication. They 
asked for a ruling. I quoted the law, reg. 188, page 74, 
as follows: 

“Number of candidates at once. The degrees may be 
conferred on as many as five candidates at the same com- < 
munication, but only one candidate may be raised at the 
same time.” 


21. On February 16, 1944, I received a request from 
the Secretary of Wm. G. Hill Lodge, No. 218, requesting 
that I grant this lodge permission to hold its regular 
communication Monday evening, June 12, 1944, in the 
rooms of the Masonic Service Club in the Masonic Tem- 
ple, Raleigh, so that the Grand Chapter of the Order of 
the Eastern Star could have the regular Masonic Hall. 
I was very happy to grant this request, as I think it was 
an evidence of a very fine and friendly spirit on the part 
of Wm. G. Hill Lodge. 

22. On January 26, 1944, I received a letter from W. 
W. Waldo, Secretary of Montgomery Lodge, No. 11, 
Montgomery, Alabama, stating that a Mr. Lawrence G. 
Wilson was living there, who claimed that he took his 
first and second degrees in Masonry in Black River 
Lodge, No. 652, at Angier, N. C., in 1923. The charter 
of Black River Lodge was arrested in 1938. This bro- 
ther said he had lived in several different places during 
the period 1923-1944. After quite a bit of checking and 
writing, I found the facts were true. Brother Wilson 
wanted to finish his Masonic degrees, and I was request- 
ed to give a ruling as to how it could be done. I ruled that 
after the charter of Black River Lodge was arrested, all 
unfinished material became the property of the nearest 
lodge. Even though it had been 20 years since he took 
his first and second degrees, I ruled he was the property 
of Fuquay Lodge, No. 258, at Fuquay Springs, N. C., 
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and that it would be necessary that he petition Fuquay 
Lodge for the third degree, this petition to take the re- 
gular course as per Code, page 68, sec. 121, and to lie 
over one lunar month, 28 days, and if and when he was 
elected, Fuquay Lodge could confer the third degree or 
request a lodge in Alabama, through the Grand Lodge, to 
confer the degree. Е: 


23. Mount Vernen Lodge, No. 359, received the рей- 
tion of Lt. Charles F. Brinson, who is in the U. S. Armed 
Forces. Mr. Brinson's home was in the jurisdiction of 
Rainbow Lodge, No. 489. This lodge has been inactive 
for several years, and could not receive this petition. 
There was some delay about it. The matter was referred 
to me, and after investigation I found Brinson's wife 
and child were living in the jurisdiction of Mount Ver- 
non Lodge, No. 359, and had been living there nearly 
two years. Lt. Brinson expected to make his home 
there on his return to the States. I ruled that Mouht Ver- 
non Lodge could receive and act on his petition. 


24. Dunn's Rock Lodge, No. 267, at Brevard, received 
a petition from one Jack Schulman who stated in his pe- 
tition that he had never made application to a Masonic 
lodge for the degrees. The Investigating Committee dis- 
covered that on November 2, 1936, he was suspended by 
Cherryville Lodge, No. 505, and when he was confronted 
with this he admitted it and signed a statement to that' 
effect. Dunn's Rock Lodge asked the question whether 
they should vote on the petition or withdraw it. I ruled 
that they should withdraw it as he was not eligible to 
make application. I further instructed them to prefer 
charges against him and notify Cherryville Lodge, No. 
505, of the results of trial; also, to notify the Grand Sec- 
retary. I think this investigating committee should be 
highly commended. 


25. Bula Lodge, No. 409, asked me to waive the physi- 
cal requirements on a proposed candidate, simply stat- 
ing he had handicaps. I wrote them they would have to 
tell me what his handicaps were, which they did not do, 
so I did not grant their request. 
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26. District Deputy Grand Master Garrason Farrow 
wrote me that Doric Lodge had elected several men in a . 
camp 40 miles from New Bern to receive the degrees in 
Masonry and that it was almost impossible for the candi- 
dates to work with the coach in New Bern; he reported, 
however, there was a Brother Mason at this camp who 
knew the Iowa work, which is only slightly different 
from ours, and that he was willing to coach these candi- 
dates. He asked me to give permission for him to arrange: 
this. I gave permission, feeling that the situation was the 
same as if we were asking the Grand Lodge of Iowa to 
instruct and confer the degrees on North Carolina candi- 
dates who were in an Iowa camp. 


27. A lodge wrote me that it had several members 
who had been convicted of felonies in the courts, and ask- 
ed what to do about a trial. I instructed the lodge to pre- 
fer charges against them, and if they were convicted of 
a felony in the lodge to apply the law, as per the Code, 
page 93, section 151, par. 2; and page 115, section 209, 
reg. 40. 

28. Aulander Lodge, No. 516, Aulander, requested 
that I waive the physical requirements for an applicant 
who had a stiff knee, stating that he was all right other- 
wise. I granted this request. 


29. On April 1, 1944, I received a request from Spen- 
cer Lodge, No. 543, that I waive the physical qualifica- 
tions as required in the Code, page 66, section 117, so 
that Fred G. Sigmon of Spencer, whose right arm is 
off, could receive the degrees. 


By the power vested in me as Grand Master, in ac- . 
cordance with amended chapter 16, section 117, para- 
graph 4, page 67 of the 1924 Code, I granted Spencer 
Lodge, No. 543, a dispensation to receive the petition of 
Dr. Fred G. Sigmon, to act upon the same in the legal 
way, and if he was elected, to give him the three Masonic 
degrees. | 

I have known Dr. Sigmon over а period of 35 years, 
as a fine, high-class gentleman; he has always been a 
Mason at heart. I was glad to grant this dispensation. 
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“WATAUGA LODGE, No. 273 


On March 2, 1935, the charter of Watauga Lodge, No. 
273, was arrested. At this time the lodge owed the Grand 
Lodge $628. They owned an interest in a building. This 
building was sold and the Grand Lodge realized $250 
from the sale. 

Most of the members of Watauga Lodge moved their 
membership to Snow Lodge, No. 363, about six miles in 
the country. | 

Too late for me to take any action, a delegation came 
to see me with reference to forming a new lodge in Boone 
or getting the old charter restored. In. checking I found 
that 23 of the members of Watauga Lodge are still there 
and want to reaffiliate. Out of the 91 members of Snow 
Lodge, 61 live in Boone. These brethren would either 
like to pay up the indebtedness and restore the old char- 
ter, or organize a new lodge. As this delegation came to 
see me too late for action, I respectfully refer the whole 
matter to the incoming Grand Master. 


NEW LODGE IN THIRD MASONIC DISTRICT 


Brother H. H. MeLean, District Deputy Grand Master 
of the Plymouth District, No. 3, reports that he has good 
prospects for a new lodge in his district. I also refer this 
to the incoming Grand Master. 


CHARTERS ARRESTED 


On November 2, 1943, I instructed V. J. Spivey, Dis- 
trict Deputy Grand Master of the Second District, to ar- 
rest the charter of Luke McGlaughan Lodge, No. 504, at 
Powellsville, on account of its inactivity and at the re- 
quest of the officers and members. 

Rainbow Lodge, No. 479, has not had a meeting for 
some time. It was in arrears with the Grand Lodge and 
the members and officers were scattered. I wrote several 
times, but received no reply. There was a person who 
wanted to. petition the lodge, so I called a meeting for 
February 28th and sent each member of the lodge a re- 
quesi to be present. I instructed District Deputy Grand 
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Master Garrason Farrow to represent me at this meet- 
ing and to straighten out this lodge; to put it to work or 
arrest the charter. 


The meeting was held and eleven of the fourteen 
members were present. They paid all they owed, includ- 
ing 1944 dues, and gave Brother Farrow a check for all 
they owed the Grand Lodge, including 1943 per capita 
tax, and requested that they be allowed to carry on. I 
therefore revoked my order to the District Deputy to ar- 
rest the charter, and I hope that this lodge will now be 
able to function normally. 


LODGES CONSOLIDATED 


I have not ordered any lodges consolidated. However, 
plans are under way to consolidate Helton Lodge, No. 
594, at Lansing, with Ashe Lodge, No. 671, at West Jef- 
ferson. The plans were not completed in time for the con- 
solidation. I therefore refer this matter ш the incoming 
Grand Master. 


DUPLICATE CHARTERS 


The charter of Mt. Vernon Lodge, No. 359, was dam- 
aged by fire several years ago. At the request of the 
lodge, I ordered the Grand Secretary, on January 6, 1944, 
to issue a duplicate charter. 

On February 8, 1944, I received a telephone call from 
the Secretary of Linville Lodge, No. 489, stating that the 
.building in which they met had been destroyed by fire, 
and requested a duplicate charter. I instructed the Grand 
Secretary to comply with their request.

SPECIAL 50-YEAR CERTIFICATES 


Brethren, during the year it has been brought to my 
attention that in several of our Lodges there are brethren 
in good standing who took the degrees in Masonry fifty 
or more years ago, but for some cause or other dropped 
out for a while. In some cases, I suspect, it was through 
no fault of theirs, but they are not entitled to fifty-year 
buttons, and I feel that these good brethren should be 
recognized in some way. 


I herewith attach a copy of a certificate drawn up by 
the Master of Whetstone Lodge, No. 515, at Bessemer 
City, for a man who was nearly 96 years old and who was 
made a Master Mason October 15, 1875, nearly 68 years 
ago. Misfortune caused him to drop out for a number of 
years. This certificate was signed by the Master and the 
Secretary. I visited this lodge and also signed the certi- 
ficate and personally presented it in behalf of Whetstone 
Lodge, No. 515. 

I recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the pre- 
` sentation of this certificate and urge subordinate lodges 
to present a certificate similar to this to any brother who 
is in good standing and who took his degrees over 50 
years ago, but who has not been a member for 50 years 
consecutively.

PAID OFFICERS Or THE GRAND LODGE 


I recommend to the Jurisprudence Committee that 
they consider legislation pertaining to the retirement of 
the paid officers of the Grand Lodge, on the basis of age, 
time of service, or inability to perform their duties. 


COMMITTEES, BOARDS AND DIRECTORS 


I call your attention to section 33, page 24, of the Code 
which reads as follows: 


“Section 38. Committees, Standing—How Appointed. 
The Grand Master shall appoint one or more standing 
committees, as follows, as soon as he may deem it advis- 
able after the acceptance of the report of the Committee 
on Credentials: Committee on Appeals, on By-laws, on 
Finance, on Jurisprudence, on Charters and Dispensa- 
tions, on Necrology, on Oxford Orphanage, on Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home, on Masonic Temple, on Unfinish- 
ed Business of the previous Annual Communication, on 
Foreign Correspondence, and on Education.” 
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I recommend that this section be rewritten to read as 
follows: 

“Section 33. Committees, Standing—How Appointed. 
The Grand Master shall appoint one or more standing 
committees as follows, as soon as practicable after he is 
elected and installed: Committee on Credentials, on Ap- 
peals, on By-laws, on ‘Finance, on Jurisprudence, on 
Charters and Dispensations, on Necrology, on Oxford 
Orphanage, on Masonic and Eastern Star Home, on Ma- 
sonic Temple, on Unfinished Business of the. Previous 
Annual Communication, on Foreign Correspondence, and 
on Education, and any other committee necessary to be 
appointed ; these committees to serve during the term of 
the Grand Master who appointed them, or at his will and 
pleasure.” 


As this section is now written, the above committees 
have no authority to act during the year, as they have 
not been legally appointed until the Committee on Cre- 
dentials has read its report at Grand Lodge. 

I refer to the recommendation of Grand Master Ship- 
man, page 45, paragraph 2, of the 1943 Proceedings, 
that a petitioner moving to North Carolina from another 
Grand Jurisdiction be required to live in our Jurisdiction 
the .required length of time as prescribed by our law, 
before making application to one of our lodges. This re- 
commendation was referred to the Code Commission. 

` I find by experience Ше past year that there is much 
confusion with respect to this matter, as many of the 
States do not claim any jurisdiction over a person who 
leaves the State. 

I recommend that the recommendation of Grand 
Master Shipman be enacted into law and that a petitioner 
be required to live in the State the required length of 
time before applying for the degrees, and that the part 
of the law regarding the request for waiver of jurisdic-- 
tion from other Grand Jurisdictions be abolished. 

Section 132, page 74, of the Code reads: 


*(1) Before a candidate can be advanced to a higher 
degree, he must be examined at a regular or special meet-

ing as to his proficiency in the degree last taken, and 
such examination shall be so conducted that it can be 
heard by the brethren present. 

*(2) Proficiency in any degree can be declared satis- 
factory only by the Master." 

Brethren, from reports I have heard (not officially), 
this law is being violated by some of the lodges. I urge 
all of the lodges to obey the law. 


A SPECIAL RECOMMENDATION 


On February 25, 1944, I received a letter from Broth- 
er L. L. Woolley, Secretary of Southern Pines Lodge, No. 
484, referring to some papers that had been handed me 
several months before, which contained a certificate of 
membership of Brother Erich May, a former member of 
а lodge in Czechoslovakia. I had this certificate trans- 
lated; translation I am herewith enclosing. 

I have had a good deal of correspondence regarding 
this matter, which I am also herewith attaching. This 
brother wishes to affiliate with Southern Pines Lodge, 
No. 484. 

This correspondence seems to me to establish the fact 
that Erich May was a member in good standing of Lodge 
/Bauhutte/Truth, WAHRHEIT in GASLONZ, Czeeho- 
slovakia, at the time the Germans overran that country. 

I hereby refer to а decision given by Grand Master 
Blount on December 13, 1875, Andrews Digest, page 71, 
decision 297, as follows: 


“А subordinate lodge m a y proceed to receive and 
act upon a petition for affiliation o f a Master Mason 
whose lodge has become defunct, without the certificate 
of the Grand Secretary, as provided by resolution, on sa- 
tisfactory evidence from the Grand Secretary that such 
certificate cannot be given by reason of loss of the re- 
cords by fire or otherwise." 


In view of this decision and the evidence herewith 
presented, and of the fact that this lodge has been de- 
stroyed and cannot give this brother a demit, I recom- 
mend to the Jurisprudence Committee that we authorize 
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Southern Pines Lodge, No. 484, to receive this petition 
and act on the same in the regular and legal way, just as 
if this certificate were a regular dimit. 


NAME OF THE OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


-I am of the opinion that our Orphanage should have 
the word Masonic attached to it in some way. I therefore 
recommend that the Grand Lodge consider changing the 
name to “Masonic Home for Children, at Oxford," or 
some other suitable name which will identify it with Ma- 
sonry. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF THE OXFORD ORPHANAGE AND 
SUPERINTENDENT OF THE MASONIC AND EASTERN 
STAR HOME 


I recommend that the name of the Superintendents of 
the two above institutions be carried in the Proceedings, 
with the list of Grand Officers and Committees. 


BURIAL SERVICE AND COMMISSION FORM OF TRIAL 


These are two subjects that have been discussed be- 
fore this Grand Lodge many times. I believe the burial 
service could be improved, and I sincerely believe the 
commission form of trial would be the most satisfac- 
tory form. 

I recommend that these two matters be given further 
serious consideration. 

By experience I find that the Deputy Grand Masters 
could make visits in their respective sections of the State 
in many cases, not necessarily authorized by the Grand 
Master, if they were encouraged to accept invitations to 
attend lodge meetings. It would not only be a great bene- 
fit to the Deputy Grand Masters, but to the lodges they 
would visit. 

In order to encourage these visits, I recommend that 
the Grand Lodge designate or appropriate the sum of 
$100. 


DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND MASTERS 
Brethren, I think the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
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realized a long time ago that it would be almost impos- 
sible to operate without the system of District Deputy 
Grand Masters. To them goes a great deal of the credit 
for the successful operation of the Grand Lodge. They 
are doing a fine job and I want to take this opportunity 
to express and record my thanks to this loyal group of 
workers. I think we should recognize the work of these 
faithful men more fully than we do. It seems that when 
they have served their time as District Deputies they are 
merely ex-District Deputies. 

I recommend that the title of “Past District Deputy" 
be created, and that on the retirement of any District 
Deputy from office he be presented with a suitable token 
in recognition of his services. I further recommend that 
this matter be referred to the incoming Grand Master 
and the District Deputies for careful study. 


CERTIFIED LECTURERS 


During the year two of our Assistant Grand Lectur- 
ers have been sick and could not fill several engagements 
that had been scheduled. The Grand Lecturer asked my 
permission several times to be allowed to use one of the 
certified lecturers. I very readily gave my consent and 
told him I thought that was what the certified lecturers 
were for. 

I recommend that the Grand Lecturer be authorized 
at his discretion to allow a certified lecturer to lecture a 
lodge, and that this certified lecturer be paid at the same 
rate for the time he works as an Assistant Grand Lectur- 
er receives. | | 


ExTRA HELP IN THE GRAND SECRETARY'S OFFICE 


On January 5, 1944, Grand Secretary Anderson wrote 
me that the extra work in his office arising from the in- 
creasing number of petitions, the mailing of the Claudy 
books and the North Carolina Plan of Fellowship Service 
to the soldiers made necessary an extra clerk at $100 
per month. I instructed Brother Anderson to employ this 
clerk until the annual communication. 


I respectfully ask the approval of this act and recom- 
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mend to the Grand Lodge, if this additional clerk is need- 
ed in the Grand Secretary's office, that this appointment 
be made permanent. | 


On February 8th, after our Grand Secretary went to 
the hospital at Fayetteville, Miss Hinshaw asked that I 
give her an extra clerk to help check the returns. I au- 
thorized her to employ this clerk until she was through 
checking returns or until the annual communication. I 
respectfully ask approval of this action, and I recommend 


| that the service of this extra clerk be now terminated. 


GRAND TREASURER 


Brethren, up to 1932 your Grand Treasurer was paid 
$500 per year, and for some reason the salary was cut to 
$100. This amount the Grand Treasurer is receiving to- 
day. 

I doubt if there is a man in Grand Lodge who would 
take the Grand Treasurer's office for the money that it 
actually pays. Usually a position of this kind goes to the 
man who loves to serve, and I feel sure that is the case 


. with the present Grand Treasurer. Yet I do not feel that 


it is fair for us to ask a man to handle $100,000 per year 
for the pitiful sum of $100. I therefore recommend that 
the Grand Treasurer's salary be raised to $300 per year. 


WAR BONDS 


I recommend that we buy $10,000 worth of war bonds, 
taking this money from the General Fund and adding it 
to the Permanent Fund of the Grand Lodge. 


PICTURES OF PAST GRAND MASTERS 


Brethren, I believe the pictures of our Past Grand 
Masters should be hung in the hall where: we meet, but 
you will see that the space allotted to these pictures has 
been taken up for a number of years. You will find some 
of the Past Grand Masters' pictures in the hall and some 


‘in the Grand Secretary's office. 


The suggestion has been made that the older pictures 
be taken out of the hall entirely and stored somewhere. 
I recommend that а special committee be appointed to 
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employ an artist to copy these portraits in a smaller size, 
and that the pictures of all the Past Grand Masters be 
put on the wall in double rows, instead of in single rows, 
as they are now, and that these old pictures be stored in 
fireproof vaults. Thus, we would have space on the wall 
for many years to come for the pictures of our Past 
Grand Masters. 

I further recommend that we appropriate the sum of 
$1,000 for this work, or such part of it as the commit- 
tee may need. 


MASONIC EDUCATIONAL LOAN FUND 


Brethren, as you know, at the 1943 session of Grand 
Lodge, you instructed your Masonic Educational Loan 
Committee to recall from the several colleges the money 
that was in their care and not being used, this money to , 
be invested, and the investments to be turned over to the 
N. C. Foundation Commission; page 79 of the 1943 Pro- 
ceedings. 

As we have no such commission, I realized there had 
been a mistake made, so I instructed this committee to 
turn these investments over to the North Carolina Mason- 
» je Foundation. 


If this. action creates any legal confusion, I recom- 
mend that this be corrected by resolution or otherwise. 


This is a very able and painstaking committee, and I 
feel sure the members have performed their duties and 
carried out instructions; at the proper time they will give 
you a detailed report. 


> 


EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 


Brethren, this is one phase of our work that has been 
grossly neglected, and I find our members hungry for 
an educational program of some kind. Brother Caldwell, 
our Grand Steward, is present Chairman of the Educa- 
tional Committee and has fine ideas for the work and has 
set up machinery for a real program. I hope Brother 
Caldwell's report will show progress and his efforts will 
result in great good. 
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I recommend that the Grand Lodge reimburse this 
Committee for any expense incurred this year. I further 
recommend that the Grand Lodge make a reasonable ap- 
propriation to carry on this program. 


STATE OF THE CRAFT 


I am very glad to report that I believe the interest in 
Masonry in North Carolina at the present time is higher 
than it has been for a long time. 

Even under present travel conditions I have been able 
to make about 100 visits. I have gone only by invitation, 
but I was able to accept most of the invitations extended. 
At almost every meeting the lodges have had very large 
and enthusiastic crowds. 


Up to December 31st there had been 2603 petitions 
sent to the Grand Secretary's office for checking, which 
is about twice the number ‘usually received during one 
year. From January 1st to March 30th we received 1075 
petitions, making a total from January 1, 1943, to March 
30, 1944, of 3678 petitions. Wherever I have been the of- 
ficers and members have shown a great interest in all 
phases of Masonic work. 

In all of my visits I have endeavored to impress on 
them their responsibility to the Orphanage and the Ma- 
sonic and Eastern Star Home, and to war activities. I am 
glad to say that I think most of the lodges feel this re- 
sponsibility and are doing all they can for all of these 
causes.

BRETHREN: I herewith present my second annual report as 
Auditor of The Grand Lodge for the year ended December 31, 1943. 


As directed by the Grand Lodge, I have audited the financial 
records of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Oxford Orphan- 
age, Masonic Temple Construction Company, Grand Secretary and 
Grand Treasurer. Full financial reports have been rendered there- 
on.

REPORT OF BOARD OF GENERAL PURPOSES . 


The Board of General Purposes made the following 
report which was adopted : 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of General Purposes has carefully considered the 
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address of the Most Worshipful Grand Master and begs to submit 
the following report: 


Grand Master Payne has had a busy and fruitful year, and 
we offer sincere congratulations to him for his untiring, vigorous 
and faithful labors, and to the Craft at large which has been so 
well and truly served. 


We recommend that the portions of the address which deal 
with decisions, dispensations, and other legal matters, be referred 
to the Committee on Jurisprudence; 


That sections which discuss the work of the Oxford Orphan- 
age and The Orphans’ Friend be referred to the Committee on 
the Orphanage, and that sections in which the Masonic and Eas- 
tern Star Home is discussed be referred to the Committee on that 
institution; | 

That all matters relating to the Ritual, including the work 


and the status of the Grand Lecturers, be referred to the Commit- 
tee on Lecture Service; . 


That all parts of the address which deal with financial mat- 
ters, including the suggested appropriations to the Masonic Ser- 
vice Association’s welfare work and to the operation of the North 
Carolina Plan, be referred to the Finance Committee; ` 

That other items mentioned by the Grand Master be handed 
to the proper committees without further specific reference. 

We note with pleasure the account of the opening and the ex- 
cellent work of the Masonic Service Association Center in Fayette- 
ville and we rejoice that another will soon be in operation in New 
Bern. We urge North Carolina Masons to contribute liberally. We 
are also delighted to learn of the fine and successful progress of 
the North Carolina Masonie Fellowship Service Plan, and we es- 
pecially applaud the devoted service which is being rendered by 
lodges near camps and by the Craft in Raleigh and Wilmington. 

The statistical report made by the Grand Master is encourag- 
ing and indeed thrilling. We earnestly hope that the sad expe- 

‘rience of the years following the First World War will not be 
visited upon us again, and we urge the lodges to offer the very 
best ritualistic work of which they are capable and to stimulate 
among newly raised Master Masons a desire for the further and 
yet further Masonic light to be found in the Claudy books and in 
other published material. 

We approve the Grand Master's suggestion that the burial 
‘service needs revision, and we hope proper action to that end will 
be taken at this session. 

We reaffirm our conviction that a sound educational program 


is a genuine and vital need, and we are pleased to find ourselves 
in agreement with the Grand Master on this point. 
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We believe that the matter of the proposed change in the 
name of the Oxford Orphanage should be fully discussed, on the 
floor. 

We agree heartily with the Grand Master in his evaluation of 
the work of the District Deputies, and we hope this Grand Lodge 
will adopt his timely suggestions with respect to these devoted 
and faithful brethren. 

Finally, we are convinced that North Carolina Masonry has 
never had, in all its long years of life and service, so challenging 
an opportunity as that which faces it in these days, and we call 
here and now on every Mason in our State to rededicate himself 
io this great Order we love so well. :

The Grand Orator, Honorable Emery B. Denny, As- 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court, made the follow- 
ing address: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master and. Brethren of the 

Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

I am deeply grateful for the unmerited honor which 
is mine tonight. I am not unmindful of the excellence of 
the addresses which have been delivered heretofore to 
this Grand Lodge at its annual Convocations. The con- 
tents of those addresses have been informative and in- 
spirational. Many of them have been thought-provoking, 
giving us a new insight into our responsibility and oppor- 
tunity to find in the moral teachings of our fraternity, 
truths hitherto undiscovered by us. Others have traced 
the history of our Order through the centuries, and we 
have been thrilled and impressed by the fact that in many 
nations, ancient and modern, men have wrought well 
under the guidance and influence of Masonic light. Con- 
sequently, it would be presumptuous on my part to under- 
take to trace the history of our Order or to extol its 
virtues, since many of you are better informed than I as 
to both. Therefore, I prefer to discuss Masonry as it has 
affected or been affected by some of the great crises in 
our history. 


In America it has been the high privilege of Masonry 
to function in harmony with our national interests. No 
record or history will ever be written which will give 
with exactness the influence Masonry had upon the minds 
and hearts of those men who dared to establish upon this 
continent a government “conceived in liberty, and dedi- 
cated to the proposition that all men are created equal." 
We do have, however, abundant evidence that a majority 
of the men, who were leaders, and dared to assume what- 
ever risk might be incurred in the establishment of our 
form of government, were Masons. Those men understood 
clearly the risks involved, but they also knew their duty 
to their families, their neighbors, their country and their 
God. In the colonial period Masonry flourished, particu- 
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larly during the wars. The brethren in Ше army, when- 
ever possible, sought to assemble in the lodge room. Men 
from every walk of life and from every section of the 
colonies were enabled to meet upon a common ground. 
Therefore, sentiment for the Union of the Colonies was 
developed by Masons. It was the only institution in 
colonial times in which leaders of all the different Colo- 
nies could meet upon а common ground, with complete 
understanding. They believed in the same God, the same 
Bible; they had taken the same obligations, and had been 
taught the same principles. Self-government under con- 
stitutional restraints was not new to them. 

By the close of the Revolutionary War, Masonic 
leaders had a very definite idea as to what was meant by 
sovereignty within a particular area, accordingly Grand 
Lodges confined their jurisdictions coincident with the 
politieal boundaries of their respective States, a custom 
followed by all Grand Lodges subsequently organized in 
the United States. Accordingly, we now have 49 indepen- 
dent Grand Lodges including that of the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

In the establishment of our Republic, the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the leaders were Masons. They wrought 
well for the cause of liberty and justice. Not as partisan 
political leaders, who sought to build a dynasty to per- 
petuate themselves in power, but as patriots and states- 
men to establish a government which would forever be 
controlled and directed by the sovereign will of a free 
people. 

Our Order has had its critics in our own country, and 
at times its usefulness has been challenged. We believe, 
however, its record as a fraternal organization, judged 
solely upon its stewardship, has long since dispelled any 
animosity on the part of our people, in regard to its aims 
and purposes. 

It is significant that Masonry has been privileged in 
recent decades to function without interference from 
governmental decrees, only in democratic countries. I 
think this is the highest tribute Masonry has received, 
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certainly within our day and generation. There are по 
misgivings about Masonry where men are free. The in- 
hibitions upon Masonic activity have been decreed only 
in those countries where the respective governments have 
sought to regiment the conduct and thinking of the indi- 
vidual. In totalitarian countries the individual rights and 
liberties of the citizen have been wholly subjugated to 
the will of those who claim to be leaders in a new world 
order. This so-called new order is as old as the spirit of 
aggression. There is nothing new about it accept perhaps 
the ingenuity with which the leaders have spread their 
propaganda in other nations and the extraordinary care . 
and thoroughness with which they have prepared for 
war. The struggle between the forces of aggression and 
the peoples of the world who desire freedom and seek only 
to be left alone to work out their national existence and 
their international responsibility, free from the unlawful 
interference of other nations, is a struggle that must be 
settled by force of arms. Unfortunately many of our 
brethren live in aggressor countries and for the present, 
at least, they seem to have no opportunity to give expres- 
sion to their concept of what is right and what is wrong. 
They too are the victims of the aggressors, who have 
decreed that the God of War shall reign in all the earth. 
Consequently, our thinking these days, is focused almost 
completely upon the inescapable tasks that lie ahead of us. 
Tasks which engage our immediate.concern, as men and 
Masons, and in which our future. and the future of our 
Country are inseparably linked. 


Already the tint and hue of the picture presented by 
the cataclysm which has engulfed nearly all the human 
race, show faint but discernable light, indicative of the 
possibilities in tomorrow's world. I use the word *tpos- 
sibilities” advisedly, because, 


"Peace hath her victories, 
No less renown’d than war.” 


The converse of that statement, however, is also true. 


That peace hath her defeats, 
No less disastrous than war. 


\ 
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Therefore, the security of mankind from the danger of 
ever-recurring conflict, is not assured by Ше verdict of 
battle, for it has been truly said: 


"The pen is mightier than the sword." 


The infiltration of an idea into the mind of man may 
be the imperceptible influence which shapes and fashions 
his destiny. That which influences one may also influence 
another, and sometimes а few men influence а whole 
people. Unfortunately, man has shown an alacrity for. 
embracing false and dangerous doctrines, which certainly 
equals, if it does not surpass, his capacity and aptitude for 
embracing truth. We wonder in amazement why man does 
not discern more clearly between the true and the false 
and thereby avoid the pitfalls which have retarded hu- 
man progress through the centuries. But, today, the 
` thinking of whole peoples is being regimented through 
censorship and propaganda. Unsound leadership, how- 
ever, cannot build an enduring and acceptable order 
among men. Such leadership may survive and apparently 
succeed for a limited time, when given the active support 
of the people, or through indifference they permit them- 
selves to be regimented and used as mere tools in the 
hands of their masters. 


On the other hand, sound leadership in a society of 
free men is also powerless to establish and maintain an 
enduring order, however perfect the order may be in its 
idealism, its purposes and objectives, unless such leader- 
ship has the active and militant support of the majority 
of its constituency. High resolves and well conceived 
plans are not enough to establish and maintain justice 
and peace among men, unless they represent the hopes 
and aspirations of a people, capable and determined to 
| make them effective. For, in a society of free men, the 
individual—be he good or bad—whether he so conceives 
or not, is constantly sharing in the responsibility for 
public opinion, and public opinion is the bone and sinew, 
the warp and woof, upon which a democratic society 
must rely for the establishment and maintenance of its 
institutions. 
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At the close of the present world conflict, men who 
hold places of power as world leaders, whose vision, cour- 
age and high purposes may be dedicated to the establish- 
ment of a world order, under which men may live in 
peace and security, will find their vision fading and their 
high purposes thwarted, unless the thinking of the com- 
mon man, the average man if you please, under-girds and 
lends support to that leadership. 


In the construction of a great building it is compara- 
tively easy for the architect to inspect the work as it 
proceeds, to detect inferior workmanship and to discover 
the use of defective materials. He can apply the plumb, 
the level and the square, and ascertain whether or nct 
the manner of construction conforms to the, pattern or 
plan for the building. He may direct the elimination of 
any defective material found, and the correction of any 
faulty construction and thereby insure that stability, 
perfection, symmetry, and beauty, required for the com- 
pleted structure. However, it is incomparably more dif- 
ficult to discover the idealogies cf men and induce them 
to adopt and support with any degree of unanimity, even 
the well-recognized patterns and principles, essential to 
the maintenance of agencies which are dependent for 
their existence upon the sovereign will of the citizenry. 


As a result of the exigencies of war, the participating 
nations have demonstrated an ability to produce goods 
and munitions on a scale that surpasses anything ever 
undertaken or contemplated by man, prior to the present 
world conflict. Do nations have a greater capacity to 
develop materially than they do morally and spiritually ? 


We face a future fraught with countless problems, 
many of which will be interwoven and influenced by the 
viewpoint of the particular race or races involved. Con- 
flicting national interests, either real or apparent, will 
find a large place in the thinking of many peoples. Hew- 
ever, when the present armed conflict ceases, if the 
peoples of the world who have sacrificed and suffered so 
much, will by effective action demonstrate an ability and 
capacity to develop moral and spiritual power on a parity 
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with their demonstrated ability to develop material pow- 
er, then, indeed, there is hope for the future. 


It may be pointed out that Masonry does not identify 
itself with political parties, peace societies and schemes 
. of reform, which is true. But, the true Mason does seek 
to evaluate moral worth, to extend to all men who are 
worthy among the races of mankind, a spirit of brotherly 
kindness and to engender in all who came within Masonic 
influence, a love of truth. Wherever Masonic virtues are 
practiced, every noble cause is strengthened. 


When we are again permitted to turn our thoughts to 
constructive planning, in а world free from war, surely 
Masonic light and truth will find their proper place in 
the thinking and conduct of our Masonic brethren in 
whatever quarter of the globe they may be found. And 
let us hope that out of the sufferings and tragedies of the 
present, there will arise a universal desire for peace, and 
a spirit of mutual understanding and cooperation which 
will bring to fruition the long cherished hopes of the 
peaceful and liberty-loving peoples of the world—to the 
end that man may understand afresh the message of the 
angels when they proclaimed, 

i “Peace on earth, 
Good will towards men.” 

The Grand Lodge was delightfully entertained by the 
remarks of M.'.W.'.Dr. J. N. Hillman, Past Grand Mas- 
ter of Virginia.

OXFORD ORPHANAGE COMMITTEE 


The Oxford Orphanage Committee made the follow- 
ing report: | 


Section 4 referred to the Jurisprudence Committee 
to report at the next Grand Lodge. And the report as 
amended was adopted. 


The Committee on the Oxford Orphanage is happy to note 
from the Annual Report of the Board of Directors and Superinten- 
dent that the contributions of lodges in this grand jurisdiction 
reached an all time high of $48,909.13 for the year ended December 
31, 1943, exceeding contributions made any year during which 
the singing class was on the road. ` 


Your committee was privileged to meet with the Most Wor- 


shipful Grand Master and the Superintendent at the Orphanage 
on the occasion of the annual homecoming, August 1, 1943. It was 
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our pleasure to observe for ourselves something of the great yield 
which North Carolina Masonry's investment in human life has re- 
turned. 


We wish to congratulate the Board of Directors and Superin- 
tendent on their unselfish service and for their capable and highly 
. efficient administration of the institution's affairs. Particularly 
do we wish to commend our Superintendent for the excellent spirit 
which one cannot fail to sense on the campus of the Oxford Orph- 
anage and for the absolute lack of any appearance of regimenta- 
tion. We join with the Board of Directors in paying deserved 
tribute to the loyal staff of the institution who have remained at , 
their post in spite of current attractive commercial opportunities. 


We submit the following observations and recommendations: 


1. Lodges are again reminded of the diminishing return on all 
investment funds due to increased corporate taxes necessitated by 
а war economy. In order to offset the loss in such income exper- 
ienced by the Orphanage, contributions of lodges in our grand 
jurisdiction must be maintained at their present peak. 

2. Heretofore lodges who have children at the Orphanage 
whom they have recommended have remembered them at gradua-- 
tion with special gifts, telegrams, and letters. We are told by 
Brother Proctor that this custom has been of untold value to the 
graduates. We recommend that this good practice be continued. 
We further recommend that all lodges make plans to keep in touch 
with the children whom they have recommended regularly and con- 
sistently during the years that they remain at the Orphanage. 

3. There are scattered throughout North Carolina numbers of 
wealthy and well-to-do persons within and without the craft who 
are confronted with the problem of how best to make final disposi- 
tion of their property. Our Superintendent has been highly success- 
ful in cultivating among such persons many staunch friends of the 
Orphanage. Lodges are requested to keep Brother Proctor advised 
as to such persons living in their locality in order that he may 
familiarize them with the soundness, the productivity, and the sat- 
isfaction of such permament investment. Moreover, the Brethren 
are reminded to keep in mind the Orphanage as an agency to re- 
member in our wills and life insurance policies especially since our 
Government makes such liberal allowances for income tax purposes 
for gifts to the Orphanage. 

4. As has been so truthfully stated, Masons of North Carolina 
look upon the Orphanage at Oxford as being “The Brightest Jewel 
in The Diadem of North Carolina Masonry." Furthermore, the 
Orphanages of today are so far removed. from the Orphanages of 
the past that the connotation often applied to the word is no longer 
truly descriptive. We therefore recommend the adoption of the 
Grand Master's recommendation with reference to changing the 
name of the Orphanage to the Masonic Home for Children at Ox- 
ford or some other suitable name which includes Masonry in it. 
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5. The Orphans’ Friend is the strong right arm of our insti- 
tution. As a champion of the cause of the Orphanage and of the 
honor, glory, and reputation of the institution of Freemasonry it- 
has no superior. As such it deserves to be in every Masonic home 
of North Carolina. Lodges are urged to cooperate in any way 
which its able editor may request. 

Because of the great accomplishment in the salvaging of 
human life and because of investment in character, Masons of 
North Carolina have by their voluntary contributions saved a con- 
siderable sum for the taxpayers of our State and have contributed 
much to the aggregate wealth of North Carolina. We as Masons, 
however, are prompted by a higher motive in making our voluntary 
gifts. For we hold to the heritage that the fatherless among us 
are our own responsibility and that to properly provide for them is 
a primary function of an institution such as ours.

REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE TO GEORGE 
WASHINGTON MEMORIAL 


The Representative to the George Washington Ma- 
sonic National Memorial Association made the following 
report, which was received and ordered spread upon the 
minutes : 


To the Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The George Washington Masonie National Memorial Associa- 
tion is represented by the membership on its Board of Directors of 
Past Grand Master Charles P. Eldridge in North Carolina. The 
Annual Meeting of the Association was held as usual on February 
22nd of this year at the Memorial. Present were Grand Master 
Payne and several members of the fraternity from North Carolina 
in addition to Past Grand Master Eldridge. 


The actual work on the George Washington Memorial is to 
all intents and purposes discontinued for the duration, for obvious 
reasons. Plans for resumption of this work are aggressively being 
made, and funds are on hand with which to resume this work im- 
mediately on receiving authority to do so from the War Production 
Board. 

It is well to look backward for a moment. This Memorial 
was projected at first on a much smaller scale than that which we 
now know. It soon became evident that the early project was not 
ambitious enough to be worthy of a great fraternity memorializing 
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a great member and the Father of his Country. So hence the re- 
vision of the plans. It is interesting to note that every Grand 
Lodge of the United States has contributed to the Memorial. All 
except one of the forty-nine Grand Jurisdictions have continued 
to contribute to it. The goal was set a number of years ago to 
raise a total of the equivalent óf $1.71 per member on the rolls of 
every Grand Lodge in 1932. Many Grand Lodges have completed 
this undertaking. From time to time other Grand Lodges are seen 
to launch into the task to the end that it may be finished. 


The Memorial is in part completed, and it is much in demand 
for Masonic use. It is visited by many tourists—or was, before 
the war clamped down upon tourist travel. 

Plans for the Memorial include the housing there of the price- 
less collection of Washingtoniana now housed elsewhere; making 
the Memorial available for а wide variety of Masonic meetings 
and activities; and а number of other uses which will render a 
distinct service to the fraternity. 


In a financial way, it is being built by Grand Lodges and 
other Masonic Bodies; its ownership is and will be in the Grand 
Lodges. Its complete financial structure will include a Permanent 
Fund or Endowment which will be set aside solely for the pur- 
pose of providing in perpetuity for its maintenance, repair, -pro- 
tection and use. It is estimated that more than a million dollars 
additional will be required for the endowment, and half a million 
more for the completion of the Memorial structure itself. 

It is the custom of many Grand Lodges to require each candi- 
date for the degrees to donate one dollar to the Memorial to George 
Washington the Mason, along with the fee for the degrees. Your 
Representative suggests that this Grand Lodge think carefully 
of using this plan. The thousands of candidates coming to us can 
give the dollar easily and in the aggregate this will make a sub- 
stantial contribution.

REPORT OF REPRESENTATIVE TO MASONIC 
SERVICE ASSOCIATION 


The Representative to the Masonic Service Associa- 
tion made the following report, which was received and 
ordered spread upon the minutes: 


To the Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


I have the honor to report to you that I attended the annual 
meeting of the Masonic Service Association, held in the city of 
Washington, D. C., on February 21, 1944, and that there were in 
attendance also a number of others from The Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina. 
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The report of the Executive Commission to the Association was 
presented: by P.'.G.'.M-'. Hubert M. Poteat of North Carolina. It 
concerned itself with two general classifications of activities: first 
the activities centered around Masonic education and peace-type 
activities, and second, service to the armed forces. 

The general activities of the Masonic Service Association have 
as heretofore been under the direct administration of Brother Carl 
H. Claudy. There have been Short Talk Bulletins of the usual 
high class; certain digests; and other contributions to the mate- 
rials with which Masonry works. 

The Association includes in its membership a clear majority 
of all of the Grand Lodges of the United States. From time to 
time new ones join; and for reasons known to no outsiders some 
member jurisdictions withdraw, as was the case in Florida last 
year, when the Grand Lodge withdrew; the State Legislature pass- 
ed a resolution commending the Association and the Grand Master 
requested the continuation of the/ Masonic Service Center at Jack- 
sonville. If the outside hearer can make sense out of all of this, he 
is invited to do so. 

This Grand Lodge will at the proper time hear a report on 
the Service Center in this State for Fort Bragg, now in operation. 
It is reported that the Masonic Service Association has one of its 
Service Centers in London, for the use of our men, the United 
Grand Lodge of England having extended the invitation to locate 
it there. 

These Masonie Service Centers are established and are closed 
in various places as the movement of the armed forces indicates 
the desirability of such action in each case. It is reported that a 
new Center is about to be located at New Bern, North Carolina. 

The Service Association is financially in good condition. Из, 
affairs are subject to scrutiny of any interested Grand Lodge or 
its agent. It received during the past year in contributions for the 
program of Service Centers more than half a million dollars. 

A great need in North Carolina is an organized effort to raise 
in the lodges contributions to aid the service centers, and it is 
hoped that this will be done.

REPORT OF MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME COMMITTEE 


The Committee on the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home made the following report, which was adopted: 


To the Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Committee on Eastern Star Home begs to report that it 
has through its members visited the Masonic and Eastern Star 
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Home at Greensboro, N. C., several times during the year now end- 
ing in Masonic work. 


Your committee again commends the good management of 
the Home by Brother George R. Bennette and his staff of workers 
The administration of the affairs of such an institution in times 
like these is made exceedingly difficult by inability to employ 
sufficient numbers of competent and well-trained workers; espec- 
ially is this true with respect to nurses, who are necessary as our 
aged guests become unwell from infirmities and disease. 


Your committee finds the old guests happy and contented; 
the buildings and plant in good repair and clean, comfortable and 
attractive; and the administration of the department of the insti- 
tution which looks after a number of “outside guests” efficient. 
We invite your study of this department. Here, at relatively small 
expense per person, is a plan whereby old people are placed in 
the homes of kind and sympathetic people rather than in the in- 
stitution itself; and thus the difficulties of breaking up old ties 
among old people are avoided; the capacity of Masonry to serve 
is enlarged; and maximal use of our facilities is guaranteed. 


The report of the Board of Directors is before the Grand jLodge 
and will be read with interest by its members. This committee’s 
report is not intended to replace that, but to discuss the institu- 
tion from the point of view not of the directors but of members 
of this Grand Lodge.

Secretary on Tuesday, April 18, 1944, at 2:00 o’clock p. m. Mem- 
bers of the committee present were: M. F. McKeel, Jr., E. W.

Grand Secretary John H. Anderson presented the Auditor’s 
report which showed a net profit for the year 1943 of $6,314.07. 

Grand Secretary Anderson presented the request of the Ral- 
leigh bodies for considerable work on the sixth floor of the Temple. 
Brother Bulluck read the Grand Master’s suggestion relative to the 
pictures of Past Grand Masters. 
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Thése matters were fully discussed, and the following motion 
was duly made, seconded and carried, “That only absolutely nec- 
essary repairs for the preservation of the building be made at this 
time, and that action on the remainder of the work suggested be 
postponed for the duration." 

This recommendation of the committee is made due to the pre- 
sent scarcity of both materials and labor. 

The recommendation of Grand Master Payne relative to the 
pictures of Past Grand Masters was carefully considered; but, due 
likewise to the scarcity of materials and labor, it is recommended 
that action be postponed for the duration.

REPORT OF DIRECTORS OF THE OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


The Directors of the Oxford Orphanage made the fol- 
lowing report, which was referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee: 


We, the members of the Board of Directors of Oxford 
Orphanage, herewith submit our annual report to the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 

The Board of Directors held its regular quarterly 
meetings during the year but owing to traveling condi- 
tions the attendance at each meeting was not as large 
as usual. The Executive Committee has likewise held sev- 
eral meetings during the year. 

At all these meetings of the Board of Directors and 
of the Executive Committee we have had reports from 
the Superintendent of the Orphanage on all phases of 
Orphanage life and have transacted all necessary business 
of the Orphanage. Your Board of Directors at its regu- 
lar meetings has received the report of the meetings of 
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the Executive Committee and also of the meetings of the 
Advisory Board. 


We have kept in touch with the life of the Orphanage 
and its affairs, and we are glad to report to you that the 
year 1943 was very successful. For this success, we wish 
to express our gratitude to the Grand Lodge for every 
assistance it has rendered and congratulate the Grand 
Lodge for its humanitarian work which stretches over 
a long number of years as carried on at the Oxford Or- 
phanage. All the appropriations from the Grand Lodge 
and from the State of North Carolina have been paid 
in full. The contributions from the various Masonic 
Lodges have surpased all former years and the annual 
Thanksgiving campaign was the largest the Orphanage 
has ever received. These contributions, along with the 
increased appropriations, more than made up the loss 
of income sustained by the discontinuance of the Sing- 
ing Class. The non-Masonic friends of the Orphanage 
have likewise been most liberal in their gifts and the 
cash contributions of the Chapters of the O. E. S. have 
been the largest we have ever received. The income of 
the Orphanage for 1943 was adequate to take care of the 
financial needs of the Orphanage and to provide a bal- 
ance to begin the operations for 1944. 


"The Oxford Orphanage is out of debt and all bills for 
operating expenses and repairs are paid. There was con- 
siderable increase in the cost of the necessary materials 
such as food, clothing, fuel and all other supplies, but 
the increased collections more than took care of this in- 
crease. We are exceedingly grateful to all the Brethren 
and to every lodge and to everyone who had a part in 
making 1943 a financial success for the Oxford Orphan- 
age. 

The Orphanage has received substantial legacies du- 
ring the year and these amounts have been added to the 
endowment fund which has considerably increased du- 
ring the administration of Superintendent Proctor. We 
have experienced the same reduction in incom e from 
Endowments that all other investors have experienced 
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by diminished dividends. We are grateful to the Duke 
Endowment for the substantial sum received each year, 
and especially for the generous amount in 1943. 

We observe with interest the income from the pro- 
ductive enterprises of the Orphanage and call special at- 
tention to the fact that the Printing Department is op- 
erating without a loss, in fact, reports a gain. The num- 
ber of subscribers to The Orphans’ Friend has greatly 
increased and many lodges are subscribers to the paper 
for their entire membership. We think this is a good 
plan and urge its consideration by all the Lodges. The 
circulation of The Orphans’ Friend is increased and we 
observe with interest the improvement in the paper, es- 
pecially the increased amount of news in regard to the 
Orphanage. 

All Orphanage property is adequately insured and all 
motor vehicles owned by the Orphanage carry the nec- 
essary insurance. The Workman’s Compensation insur- 
ance provides for the employees and we feel that this in- 
surance phase of the Orphanage business is quite im- 
portant and necessary. 


There have been a number of changes in the staff of 
workers, but when we realize the conditions and the lar- 
ger salaries offered by commercial enterprises we feel 
that the Orphanage has been quite fortunate in retain- 
ing its employees. We feel that this is a tribute to the 
type of workers we have and is an evidence of the fact 
that they are not working for money alone. 


All employees of the Orphanage who handle money 
are properly bonded and the annual audit of the Orph- 
anage has been made. Copies are on file at the Orphan- 
age and in the office of the Grand Secretary, for inspec- 
tion by those who are interested. 

The population of the Orphanage shows that 341 
children received its services during the year and there 
were on roll at the end of the year 295 children. Sever- 
al applications are on file and the report indicates that 
more pupils than usual were discharged from the Orph- 
anage during the year. This is due to the fact that many 
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of them went into the armed services of the country and 
the economic conditions among relatives have also im- 
proved to where some of them requested the return of 
their children. The health of the children and workers 
has been good and the Orphanage has been able to main- 
tain its high standards of food, clothing, schooling, and 
medical attention. The rationing program, of course, af- 
fects the Orphanage and the task of the purchasing a- 
gent and bookkeeper has increased as these requirements 
have been made. We are glad to report that a good job 
has been done. 


Many of the members of the Orphanage family, in- 
cluding former boys and girls, are scattered through the 
world as members of our Armed Forces. The service flag 
which hangs in our chapel has two hundred stars with 
only one gold star as yet. Many of our boys and girls 
have distinguished themselves in many branches of the 
service and are making a record of which we are all 
proud. The Superintendent of the Orphanage has directed 
the details of Orphanage life during the year in the midst 
of increased demands of the times, the unsettled condi- 
tions, and the adjustments which the Orphanage has had 
to meet. 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge continue its 
appropriation to the Oxford Orphanage in the sum of 
$50,000.00 per year. We recommend further that the an- 
nual Thanksgiving and Christmas campaign be empha- 
sized in the Lodges and that Masons and friends of the 
Orphanage throughout the State consider the Orphanage 
as an object of gifts and legacies and the opportunity af- 
forded for the establishment of memorials to loved ones. 
Let us keep in mind that credit is allowed on income 
tax deductions for gifts to this agency and that war 
bonds made in the name of the Orphanage constitute 
most acceptable gifts. 


We cannot anticipate just what is ahead of us for this 
year or during the remaining period of the war, much less 
during the post-war period. We do know that the Ameri- 
can way of life attempts to provide a chance for every- 
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body and that Masonry in North Carolina for more than, 
seventy years has provided through the Oxford Orphan- 
age a home and opportunity for needy children of this 
State. This is a true expression of the spirit of Masonry 
and our State has every right to be proud of the record 
which has been made. The 200 members of the Orphan- 
age family who are in the Armed Services is an evidence 
within itself that the investment made in these children 
is paying dividends at the time of our country's need. 


We urge the Grand Lodge and all of our Brethren to 
continue their loyal devotion and support of the work 
of our Orphanage at Oxford.

REPORT OF DIRECTORS OF MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 


The Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home made the following report, TAREA was adopt- 
ed: 


To the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, A. F. & A. M.: 


We herewith submit for your approval the 30th annual report 
of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home for the year ending Dec- 
ember 31, 1943: 

The year just closed was a most difficult one. We had all of 
the old problems and many new ones to meet, but we tried to face 
them and do the best we could. The cost of taking care of the 
Guests was mueh higher than it has been in years. The Masons 
and Eastern Stars rallied to our support, and as we have done for 
the past thirteen years, we lived within our income. We don't owe 
a penny. 


GUESTS 


- We started the year with 70 Guests, and 11 more were admit- 
ted during the year. Of these, one has been placed on Home Aid, 
one left the Home voluntarily, and 13 died. We now have 66. We 
had 14 on Home Aid to begin the year with. One was added, leav- 
ing us with 15 at the close of the year. There was more sickness 
than usual among the Guests. Thirty-three were in the Infirmary 
during the year, with 5,590 days of care, and six received treat- 
ment in the hospital. 


SUNSHINE FUND 


The Eastern Stars gave us $366.07, the Anointed Order of 
High Priesthood $50.00, and two Masons 86.28 for the sunshine 
Fund. This was used to provide the Thanksgiving and Christmas 
dinners, to purchase bus and trolley tokens, extra fruit, repairs to 
radios, and other little items of entertainment for the Guests. As 
the name implies, it brings additional sunshine into their lives as 
they approach the sunset of life. 


SPECIAL GIFTS 


The Krazy Klub gave us the new tile floor in the front hall. 
Stokes Lodge No. 32, of Concord, gave us twenty-five dozen towels. 
The Vietory Class of Greensboro Scottish Rite Bodies gave us a 
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new kitchen range. Gate City Shrine, No. 2, Greensboro Chapter, 
No. 14, and Guilford Chapter, No. 141, gave us a new dishwasher. 
The Masonic Lodges, Eastern Star Chapters, and a number of indi- 
viduals gave us ice cream, cakes, candy, fruits, and many other nice 
things. For all of these, we are just as grateful as we can be. 


DAIRY AND PIGGERY 


Our dairy produced an ample supply of milk for our needs, 
and approximately half enough butter. Our piggery produced al- 
most enough pork for our use. Although the cost of feed and labor 
to produce the milk and pork has more than doubled, we produced 
it at a lower cost than we could have purchased it on the market.

REPORT OF GRAND LECTURER 


The Grand Lecturer made the following report, which 
was adopted: 


The past year has been one of average activities by Assistant 
Grand Lecturers. All of them have been kept busy most of the 
time except when sickness prevented. Brother Percy C. Stott was 
confined in a hospital for several weeks last year after Grand 
Lodge meeting, but seems to have fully recuperated, back on the 
job, and has done a fine work, having lectured 38 lodges during 
the past Masonic year. 

The great influx of young men into Masonry the past year has 
created an unprecedented demand on our lecture service, and in 
order to meet these new conditions it has been necessary for us 
to work on a different plan than that in the past. In other words 
we have found it necesary to make some switches by changing the 
lecturers from their own respective districts to others. For exam- 
ple, the lecturers make their engagements weeks ahead very often, 
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a short time before a lecturer is due to fill an engagement with a 
lodge that lodge will write him and cancel the engagement., This 
leaves the lecturer blank for that week, as he can't on short notice 
make another engagement. At the same time, there is a lodge in 
‚ another district that has been trying to get service, but could not 
on account of its lecturer being filled with engagements. In such 
cases we have sent a lecturer from his own district into another 
in order that he would not be idle and the lodge needing lecture 
service could secure same. We find this plan fills a need that 
could not be supplied otherwise. 


The splendid work being done by these lecturers, we feel, is 
greatly responsible for the new life and enthusiasm so plainly 
shown by the healthy increase reported by our Grand Secretary. 
We study the ritual—we teach the ritual—we preach the ritual, 
and feel that it is almost a crime for workers to make errors in ex- 
emplifying the work—at the same time we must stress the im- 
portant point that there is à much more important phase to Ma- 
sonry than simply knowing the ritual perfectly. The man who is 
more concerned in repeating the work word by word, thus showing 
only the material side of Masonry and omitting the spiritual side, 
will fail to make a lasting impression on the candidate, and will, 
therefore, fail to make a good Mason. 

Your committee on Lecture Service held proficiency examin- 
ations in the Masonic Temple in Raleigh, on Monday, April 17th. 
Thirteen candidates presented themselves for examination. Eleven 
of the thirteen passed a satisfactory examination, and will be a- 
warded certificates of proficiency in due time. We would like to 
ask the assistance of the District Deputy Grand Masters, as well 
as all others, to encourage all those who are interested in these 
examinations. If we have a sufficient number of applicants to 
justify it, we will probably hold another examination in the fall. 

Under date of March 23rd. we received a written request 
from the officers of Wendell Lodge, No. 565, Zebulon Lodge, No. 
609, and White Stone Lodge, No. 155, that these lodges be trans- 
ferred from Brother J. W. Patton’s district to Brother P. C. Stott’s 
district. This matter was brought before the regular meeting of 
the Lecture Service Commission, and the request was granted. 


The healthy growth of Masonry the past year is very grati- 
fying, and is an incentive to all of us to strive the harder to make 
the coming year even a greater and more successful one.

REPORT OF THE GRAND HISTORIAN 


The Grand Historian made the following report, 
which was adopted: 
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Your Grand Historian begs leave to report to you as follows: 


Wartime is а time of very poor opportunity for а busy man 
to give any significant service as a Historian, Grand or otherwise. 
Your Grand Historian is deeply appreciative of the honor con- 
ferred in this appointment, and is quite eager to render significant 
service in that capacity. He is aware of many possibilities of ser- 
vice to Masonry in this field. But your Grand Historian has 
been serving as Grand High Priest of Royal Arch Masons concur- 
rently; as an officer in some religious bodies; as Superintendent 
of public schools in his county; as a servant of other Masonic 
groups; and has been unable to retain during the year any com- 
petent secretarial assistance. For the above reasons, your Grand 
Historian’s finished productions in the field of Masonic history 
have frankly been quite limited, but not to the zero point. 


Your Grand Historian has been making a special study dur- 
ing the year of the progress of Masonry in North Carolina during 
the Morgan Excitement period, 1828-1845, when several of our 
American Grand Lodges were well nigh wrecked. One outcome of 
this was a sketch of the life and work of Past Grand Master Ro- 
bert Strange, which is currently appearing in the Reviews section 
of the Proceedings of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter. 


To be specific, we were thinking of recommending that lodges 
generally adopt the practice of celebrating their Centennial An- 
niversaries; but we find that only one lodge in our Grand Lodge 
would find such a suggestion applicable at present. New Lodges 
during that period 1828-1845 were very few and far between, 
and as a rule did not long survive. 


We have also been studying our demised lodges and the causes 
of their demise, and at some future time we hope to make a report 
on this subject from which we may draw some useful lessons. 


When this scribe was Grand Master, we appointed Brother 
J. Ray. Shute, II, as Grand Historian, with the injunction to work 
toward a comprehensive history of our institution in this state, 
with special reference to beginnings of real colonial and statewide 
organization prior to the actual formation of our independent 
Grand Lodge. I am happy to inform you that after five years of 


work he has now performed the task and it is complete in manu- 
script. 


Most heartily do I thank Past Grand Master Hubert Poteat 
for a very marvelously thought-provoking address which he has re- 
cently delivered, dealing with the history of initiation, as a part of 
the background of Freemasonry. That Lodge which can persuade 
him to accept an invitation to visit it and deliver this address will 
experience an inspiration which will not easily be erased. 


Brethren, we have too much and too long ignored our heritage 
from those great Masons whose contributions to the cause we still 
enjoy, and every effort should be put forth to make available many 
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different kinds of intensely interesting and valuable historical ma- 
terial.

Each Secretary was placed on the mailing list of the Mason- 
ic Service Association and received a copy of the Lodge system of 
Masonic.

Your Committee on Appeals begs to report that they have ex- 
amined the transcript of the following trials: 


St. Alban’s Lodge, No. 114, vs. Leon M. Hobbs, April 30, 1943. 
Belmont Lodge, No. 627, vs. Bro. H. C. Setzer, Feb. 14, 1944. 
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conduct (section 159, page 97 of the Code), which unmasonic 
conduct may or may not be in fact a felony. 


2. If the eharges as set forth in such complaint would constitute a 
felony, if proved, and, if they are proven, or, if the accused 
pleads guilty thereto, then he is guilty of a felony whether or 
not the word “felony” appears in the charges or the complaint 
as filed with the lodge, and in such event the judgment is pro- 
nounced as expulsion under section 209, p. 115, and section 
15, par. 2, p. 93, of the Code. 


3. If the charges as set forth in the complaint before the lodge 
do «ot constitute a felony, then, of course, section 115, par. 
2, p. 93, does not apply. 


4. Those offenses that constitute a “felony” under national and 
state laws are also “felonies” under Masonic law in this Grand 
Jurisdiction. 


D—As to “Ruling and Decision No. 17," the Grand Master is en- 
tirely correct in this decision. The names of those to be voted 
on cannot be sent out in notices of any kind to the member- 
ship, or to others, in any manner whatever. The names of. 
Entered Apprentices or Fellowcrafts to be advanced may be 
sent out, provided they are enclosed in envelopes (not neces- 
sarily first class mail) and are not on open cards, such as 
postal cards. ' 


Е Аз to “Ruling and Decision No. 18," we recommend the ap- 
proval of this decision and act of the Grand Master. It will 
be carefully noted that he did not act until he had made a 
careful personal examination of the case. His action was au- 
thorized by sec. 117, par. 4, p. 67 of the Code. 


F—As to “Ruling and Decision No. 23," it seems to your Commit- 
tee that the provisions of sec. 118, p. 67 of the Code, are very 
clear and certain as to the residential qualifications of peti- 
tioners for the degrees, and there have been а number of de- 
cisions in the past applying the principles contained in this 
section to varying fact and circumstances. Your Committee 
is also of the opinion that residential qualifications do not de- 
pend upon any other facts than those set forth in the section. 
If Lt. B had been actually residing within the territorial 
jurisdiction of Rainbow Lodge, No. 479, for twelve months 
next preceding his entry into military service, then Rainbow 
Lodge, No. 479, is the only lodge in this state that has juris- 
diction over him. 

Neither the present residence of Mrs. B within the juris- 
diction of Mt. Vernon Lodge, No. 359, nor the intention of 
Lt. B to reside within that jurisdiction at some uncertain 
time in the future, nor the inactivity of Rainbow Lodge, No. 
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479, are sufficient reasóns to over-ride the clear intent and 
purport of the written law of the Grand Lodge as contained 
‘in sec. 118, which states that “. . .the petitioner shall have 
been continuously a bona fide resident of the State of North 
Carolina and of the jurisdiction of the lodge so petitioned for 
at least twelve months immediately preceding the date of such 
balloting, unless jurisdiction is waived as provided in sec. 73." 
It appears also from other sections of the.report of the Grand 
Master that Rainbow Lodge, No. 479, has been reactivated 
and is now at work. 


G—As to “Ruling and Decision No. 26," it is the opinion of your 
Committee that sections 113 and 114, pages 68 and 64 of the 
Code, specifically describe and designate the system of ritual- 
istic work that shall be officially recognized and used in this 
Grand Jurisdiction, and the Board of Custodians and Lecture 
Service are charged with the duty of maintaining uniformity 
of that work throughout the state. If expediency is exercised 
often enough and with official approval, we can expect even- 
tually a breakdown of all the discipline which we have at- 
tempted to inculeate and preserve in our law and our proce- 
dure. We are not unmindful of the exigencies created by war 
conditions, but this committee has no authority to recommend 
that the Grand Lodge approve the use of any other system of 
ritualistie work than that which has been heretofore adopted, 
even though there is ar emergency. 


DISPENSATIONS 


We recommend the approval of all of the dispensations re- 
ported by the Grand Master. 


CHARTER ARRESTED 


We recommend that the action of the Grand Master in ar- 
resting the charter of Luke McGlaughan Lodge, No. 504, Powells- 
ville, be approved. 


DUPLICATE CHARTERS 


We recommend that the action of the Grand Master in having 
duplicate charters granted to Mt. Vernon Lodge, No. 359, and Lin- 
ville Lodge, No. 489, be approved. 


PROFICIENCY EXAMINATIONS 


We have considered the recommendation in the report of the 
Board of Custodians to the effect that the Grand Lodge authorize 
that Board to continue the program of Proficiency Examinations, 
as will appear more fully at pages 102, 103 of the Proceedings of 
1941 and at page 75 of the Proceedings of 1942. We heartily ap- 
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prove that recommendation and we recommend that the Grand 
Lodge approve it. 


SPECIAL FIFTY-YEAR CERTIFICATES 


We believe that Whetstone Lodge, No. 515, was within its 
rights to adopt and present the certificate of recognition and con- 
gratulation as referred to by the Grand Master, however, we do 
not recommend that the practice of giving such certificates receive 
official sanction of the Grand Lodge, but that the awarding of such 
certificates be left to the discretion of the Subordinate lodges. 


PAID OFFICERS OF THE GRAND LODGE 


We have no report to make on this subject of the Grand Mas- 
ter's address because no legislation has been submitted for our con- 
sideration and we do not understand that this committee is au- 
thorized to initiate or originate policies or programs of this nature 
for the Grand Lodge. 


PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE (Received) 


The following amendment to sec. 33 of the Code is proposed 
in the address of the Grand Master, and has been referred to this 
committee under the provisions of chapter XXX of the Code. It 
must lie over until the next annual communication before action 
сап be taken. 


Section 33. Committees, Standing—How Appointed. The Grand 
Master shall appoint one or more standing committees as follows, 
аз soon as practicable after he is elected and installed: Committee 
on Credentials, on Appeals, on By-laws, on Finance, on Jurispru- 
dence, on Charter and Dispensation, on Necrology, on Oxford Or- 
phanage, on Masonic and Eastern Star Home, on Masonic Temple, 
on Unfinished Business of the Previous Annual Communication, on 
Foreign Correspondence, and on Education, and any other commit- 
tee necessary to be appointed; these committees to serve during the 
term of the Grand Master who appointed them, or at his will and 
pleasure. 


COMMITTEES, BOARDS AND DIRECTORS 


А- Опдег this sub-title of the Grand Master's address, reference 
is made to à recommendation of Past Grand Master Shipman 
in 1943 Proceedings at page 45, par. 2, relative to sec. 73 of 
the Code concerning “Waiver of Jurisdiction." This matter 
was referred to the Code Commission as will appear in the 
report of this committee, 1943 annual communication Proceed- 
ings at page 98 under “Decision No. 2.” We again recommend 
that this matter be referred to the Code Commission. 


! 


B—We concur in the recommendation of the Grand Master that 
'our lodges obey the law as set forth in sec. 132, page 74 of 
the Code, relative to proficiency before the advancement of 
candidates. 
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А SPECIAL RECOMMENDATION 


The Grand Master in his address presents a special recom- 
mendation with reference to E M We have carefully 
considered the correspondence submitted to us in this case, and, 
also, the presentation by the Grand Master, and we have noted 
his request to our committee “..That the Grand Lodge authorize 
Southern Pines Lodge, No. 484, to receive the petition of E 
M , and to act on it in the regular and legal way as if the cer- 
tificate of membership held by him was a regular demit.” (Italics 
ours). 














If we are to proceed in any orderly way, according to our laws 
and the customs of the Craft, and to conduct the affairs of Ma- 
sonry in North Carolina by established principles, then, the Com- 
mittee must recommend that our constitution and regulations be 
observed in the spirit as well as in the letter. This Committee, like 
all members of the Craft in North Carolina, are bound to obey the 
law of this Grand Lodge, and we are unanimously of the opinion 
that it is not only impossible to treat a certificate of membership 
in а lodge as а certificate of demit or withdrawal therefrom, but 
we are prohibited not only by our law, but the custom and common 
law of Masonry, from accepting into regular membership in our 
lodges those who are known, or represented, to be at the same time 
regular members of other lodges. 


Suppose we accept the theory that this particular Subordinate 
lodge in Checkoslovakia has been “destroyed?” We aré not there- 
by relieved of the fact that the Grand Lodge of Checkoslovakia 
still exists in exile and that under common custom any rights or 
material of its Subordinate lodges are now in its care, furthermore, 
when that Grand Lodge is able to function again in its own proper 
jurisdiction: this particular Subordinate lodge can and no doubt 
will be revived and its membership re-activated. 


We have reviewed carefully the file of correspondence sub- 
mitted to us in this case, and from it we are fully convinced that 
we can not recommend adoption of the course suggested by the 
Grand Master. We have considered only the specific recommenda- 
tion of the Grand Master, and we have not considered whether or 
not E М— is, or is not, a regularly made Mason and entitled 
to be recognized as such. That subject is not within our jurisdic- 
tion. 





NAME ОЕ THE OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


We do not approve the recommendation of the Grand Master 
that the name of Oxford Orphanage be changed, furthermore, it 
seems to us that this is a matter for the directors of Oxford Orph- 
anage to consider and act upon before it comes before this Com- 
mittee. 
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PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CHARTER OF THE 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME, INC. 


This Committee at the annual communication of 1943 consi- 
dered the above subject, recommended that a sub-committee of 
this committee be appointed to make a further investigation, and 
to have such conferences as may be deemed proper with those who 
may be interested in the subject with the view of arriving at a 
clear understanding of the whole matter in an effort to bring about 
an agreement thereon, and to report at this annual communication. 
For further details, reference is here made to 1943 Proceedings at 
page 99. 

Brother Chas. B. Newcomb, Past Grand Master, was named 
as the Sub-committee of the Jurisprudence Committee, under the 
foregoing recommendation. 


We have heard the lengthy oral report of Brother Newcomb 
and also a statement by Brother Chas. M. Setzer, a member of our 
Committee, and also a member of. the Committee on Jurisprudence 
of the Grand Chapter of North Carolina, Order of the Eastern 
Star, and a discussion by Brother Е. Eugene Hester; and, after 
a careful consideration of all of the facts and conditions presented 
to us in these reports and discussions, we recommend that the 
Grand Lodge adopt the following resolutions: 


BE IT RESOLVED, That this Grand Lodge requests the Di- 
rectors of the Masonie and Eastern Star Home, Inc., to proceed 
at once to obtain such amendments and/or revisions of the charter 
and of the by-laws of said Home, as they may deem proper and 
necessary, which shall: ? 


1: Retain and continue the present right, title, interest and degree 
of management of this Grand Lodge at sixty (60%) per cent, 
and that of the Grand Chapter of North Carolina, Order of 
the Eastern Star, at forty (40%) per cent in said Home; and 


2: That no provisions shall be made therein to the effect that 
either the charter or the by-laws, or any amendments there- 
to or revisions thereof, shall have to be approved or ratified 
by either this Grand Lodge and/or said Grand Chapter, be- 
fore they shall become effective; and 


3: That the by-laws of said Home may contain a provision to the 
effect that said by-laws may not be amended or revised by the 
board of directors until such amendment or revision is pro- 
posed to the board of directors in writing and laid on the table 
until after the next annual meeting of both this Grand Lodge 
and said Grand Chapter but no provision shall be made in 
said by-laws at any time which will require this Grand Lodge 
and/or said Grand Chapter either to adopt, reject, or other- 
wise consider or act thereon; as hereinbefore set forth in para- 
graph 2 above; and 
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4: That the creation and/or management of an endowment fund 
and/or any other special funds of said Home may be севан 
by express provisions in the by-laws of said Home. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That the action taken by 
this Grand Lodge at the Annual Communication of 1942 (as ap- 
pears at page 105 of the Proceedings 1942) wherein certain amena- 
ments to the Charter of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Inc., 
were approved and adopted (the amendments being set forth in 
full on pages 79, 80, 81, 82, and 83 of Proceedings 1942), be hereby 
repealed and made null and void. 


PAYING Orr THE INDEBTEDNESS AND DEDICATION OF 
MASONIC TEMPLES 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the actions of 
the Grand Master as reported by him under this sub-title of his 
address.

In addition to the above tabulation of expenditures, the Grand 
Lodge paid.to the George Washington National Masonic Memor- 
ial $2,500.00 and bought $10,000 in U. S. War Bonds which are 
transferred to Trustees of Masonic Foundation; .also, the Grand 
Secretary has set up a $500 fund for handling the distributions of 
Bahnson’s Manual—the total of these items added to the total of 
actual expenditures for items regularly carried in the budget is 
$94,083.26 against actual income of $94,652.13 
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RECOMMENDATION 


1. In the matter of reference of Grand Master that $1.00 per 
initiate be added to fee for initiation for benefit of maintenance 
endowment fund of George Washington National Memorial, the 
Committee prefers to recommend the setting up of a lump sum 
appropriation for the purpose and has set up in item I No. 9, an 
amount of $1,000.00. 

2. We agree with the statement of the Grand Master that the 
Grand Treasurer's salary of $100.00 does not compensate him for 
services rendered. We recommend that his salary be increased to 
$150.00 and that he be allowed an office expense of $150.00 to 
cover expenses incurred in handling Grand Lodge Funds. 

3. We recommend approval of resolution to set up $100 al- 
lowance for expense visiting lodges by the Deputy Grand Master 
in his section of the State, as it appears in Section D of Expense 
Budget. 


4. We approve the action of Grand Master in authorizing the 
hiring of extra help for Grand Secretary's office and as the work 
in this office has so greatly increased we have increased the ap- 
propriation for clerical help under Item B, salaries from $2,000.00 
to $3,200.00. 

5. The special Committee appointed by the Grand Master to 
investigate the Welfare Work of the Masonic Service Association 
recommended that $5,000.00 be appropriated to the Masonic Service 
Association to assist in operation of Service Centers to be establish- 
ed in North Carolina. 

They also recommended the continuance of the North Carolina 
Plan of Masonie Fellowship. This Committee approves a donation 
to both Fellowship Plans. We recommend the appropriation of 
$2,500.00 to the Masonic Service Association and $2,500.00 for 
North Carolina Masonic Fellowship as set up in the budget under 
item I Miscellaneous. 

6. We have considered the offer of American Library Service 
to install in Liberty Ship to be named in memory of Past Grand 
Secretary Donald W. Bain, a library of 200 books to be donated 
by this Grand Lodge for the sum of $785.00. We do not approve 
this donation. 


7. We approve the recommendation of the Grand Master in 
the creation of a fund for the rehabilitation of disabled Masonic 
brethren. We therefore have set up in the budget under Item A, 
$4,000.00 to be disbursed by the Charity Committee upon the re- 
commendation of the Grand Master as a supplement to Federal 
or State rehabilitation service in the armed services of U. S. 

8. On December 31, 1943, the Grand Lodge had on hand a sur- 
plus of $28,094.58, as shown in Grand Treasurer's report. The es- 
timated income to the Grand Lodge for 1944 is $104,868.50, making 
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a total available during 1944 of $132,963.08. The appropriations 
as listed in this report amount to $102,535.00 leaving a balance of 
$30,428.08. We think it advisable to remember that after World 
War I, we had a depression, and it is good judgment to prepare 
for emergencies that may occur after World War II. We, therefore, 
recommend that $15,000 be invested in War Bonds and these bonds 
be placed in the custody of Grand Treasurer with income there- 
from placed in General Fund and Principal held for future emer- 
gencies. This Fund to be known as the Charity Reserve Fund. 


BUDGET 


In preparing the Budget, we recognize that the appropriations 
in heading “А,” Oxford Orphanage, Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home, and Charity; “B”, Salaries, and “C”, Masonic Dues, are 
expected to be for the full amount; while the appropriations “D,” 
Sundry Expenses, “Е”, Out of State Expense of Representatives, 
“Е, Office Expense of the Grand Secretary, “С,” Annual Com- 
munication Expense, “H”, D. D. G. M. Travel Expense and “I”, 
Miscellaneous, are authorizations to spend so much thereof as may 
be needed. 


Furthermore, we recommend that the Grand Master authorize 
and direct when the several appropriations shall be paid by war- 
rant of the Grand Secretary and that the Grand Master have au- 
thority, when he deems it advisable for the best interest of the 
Grand Lodge, to suspend the allotment made to any committee, 
activity or agency of the Grand Lodge. 


Furthermore, we recommend that, when it shall appear to be 
for the best interest of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master be 
authorized to give written authorization for this Budget to be 
exceeded, or for any department, agency or office to incur out of 
ordinary expense not herein provided for.
